THE HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR PALESTINE is now on his way back 
to England, and has virtually, if not officially, ended his term of office. 
Under his administration the affairs of Palestine have gone, if not 
always satisfactorily, still without any untoward event, and Lord 
PLUMER has won from all the inhabitants there deep respect and no 
little popularity. He had a difficult task, particularly so because 
he was expected by the Government to carry out in practice a 
policy altogether different from that which it pronounced as its 
policy in principle. The Government is supposed to be implementing 
the termsof the Mandate, the chief purpose of which is the establish- 
ing in Palestine ofa National Home for the Jewish people. Clearly 
that is not what the Govrenment expects the Administration of 
Palestine to set before it as its object, and Lord PLUMER, to a very 
much larger extent than his predecessor, though we fear not to so 
large an extent as may happen with his successor, has beencompelled 
to administer the country indifferently, so far as its various 
populations are concerned, and yet albeit in but a conventional 
and formal manner still to a3serS the desire to institute there a 
specific Jewish polity. From that point of view, the High Commis- 
sioner seems to have been successful and his term of office would, 
from other points of view, be irreproachable bad it not boen for the 
deportations and floggings of politica: prisoners, to wuich we have 
from time to time drawn attention and which was nob in the least 
met by the answer given in Parliament the ether evening by the 
Hon. OrMssy-Gor2, who, when confronted on the subject, declared 
that he could not differentiate between political and other prisoners! 
That was a statement very much mpre ’ Official” than we should 
have expected from the Under-Secretary for the Colonies. Another 
and rather mor2 personal matter in reference to Lord PhuuMer is 
his alleged encouragement to. missionaries in Palestine and his 
urging the work of n2rverters of our p2ople in what he is stated to.

The Zionist Organisation. 


THE prolonged aad heated discussions that have been proceed- 


ing during the last few days atthe meeting of the “ Actions’”’. 


Committee of the Zionist Organisation in Berlin, appear to havé 
strengthened the Movement or advanced the Zionist Cause as little 
as the outcome of the bitter quarrel that still persists among 
American adherents. The chief subject of debate at the Com- 
nittee was the report of the Jewish Agency Commission, and there 
ppears to us to have been expended upon it a great deal of futile 
talk and unpractical oratory. For the Committee had set before 
ita hopelessly impossible task. It was asked to do something like 
squaring the circle when the demand was made that it should 
accept the Commission Report with all its implications and 
at the same time maintain the principles of Zionism, to say 
nothing of the power and influence of the Organisation. It could 
not do what was asked of it, and of course it did not succeed 
in doing it. Individual members of the Actions Committee per- 
ceived this dilemma quite clearly, but Dr. We1zMann, who 16 pot 
alone himself pledged to the policy of the extended Jewish 
Agency but has thrown into pawa every Zionist principle in his 

ckless gamble, would hear none of their protests or their pleadings, 
By dint of frequent threats of resignation and of piteous demands 
to be allowed to continue his leadership aud his policy, he succeeded 
in being allowed to have his way so far as the Committee could 
determine it. On at least one occasion, be int roduced a somewhat 
mystic element into his plea not to be supplant ed, by asserting that 
he was influenced to remain leader by “a divine urge."

Tue instances we have published recently of the prejudicial 
differentiation made against Jews by Insurance Companies ought 
not to be ignorel or negiectel. To suppose, as in some quarters is 
suggested, that they are the result of anti-Jewish feeling—that is to 
say, have been formulated because the Co mpanies feel inimically 
towards Jews—is in our view groundless. The Companies are 
business institutions, and would not have met with the success they 
have if they had allowed foolish sentiment to over-ride ordinary 
comercial considerations. From what we can gather, it would 
Ber that the Companies referred to are of opinion that Jewish 
in nee is not profitable, either becau se Jews when insured make 
alarger average of claims than non-Jews, or because they are 
careless, or because again they are prone to what is called 
“manufacture” claims. Waat teath there is in any of these allega- 
tions, we cannot say. Bat, foankly, we do not believe them 
Jews, if they “ace mot more carefal, are not less careful 
than non-Jews. We se2 no reason for supposing that they 
claim upon theic policies with greater freedom than do non- . 
Jews, or that they ace less appreciative of the risks that are run 
by those who make claim; which upoa investigation might be 
proved ts ba groundless. It oceurs to us, however, that the 
Deputies, where this question has already been mentioned, dDught 
to institute some sort of enquiry concerning the grounds upom 
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which the Insurance Companies have acted, and if they find those 
grounds to be without substance, to represent their conciusions to 
the Companies. If the Companies refuse to amend their decision, 
then it seems to us that in Jewish interests the Deputies should 
take some means for letting the Community know which Com- 
panies—and we suppose there must be others than those that have 
been mentioned in our columns—do not desire to take Jewish 


insurancea, Jews might thus be spared the annoyance of applying 


to any of these Companies with the result of being refused or 
prejudicially differentiated against as has so frequently occurred.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Lucky Oscar Slater. 


By Mentor. 


VER since Mr. William Park published his remarkable little 
pamphiet entitled “The Truth About Oscar Slater,” and 
riddled to shreds the case on which he had been condemned, 
newspapers have teemed with observations concerning the 

misfortune that had dogged the steps of Slater. It was pointed 

out how upon evidence that was not merely circumstantial, but 
which lacked the essential value of that class of testimony, 
insomuch as it scarcely at any point touched the accuséd, he 
was convicted of the most terrible crime imaginable, and was 
condemned to death. And although he did not suffer the extreme 
penalty; he underwent some eighteen years of penal servitude for 
an offence which, it bas now been declared, ought not to have been 
assigned to him. Nothing but the direst ill-luck, it has been 
said, could have shaped. such a mishap for any man. But I 
venture to think that this is to take a somewhat shallow and 
superficial view of what really happened and that, when we 
consider everything in this remarkable matter, we must come 
to the conclusion that Oscar Slater has been fortunate above 
the fortune that one would be likely- to regard as possible 
to arise out of the circumstances in which he was concerned. 
Caught up-in a web of untoward conditions, a stranger in this 
country, hardly able to enunciate its tongue, he became involved 
in a series of occurrences which an Edgar Wallace would have 
hesitated to set upon his literary canvas, if he intended that fu 
the end the subject of them would struggle out of them. Just 
think for a moment: here was this forlorn alien picking up a band 
to mouth existence, unstabie, if not for no other reason than because 

he was unsettled, who happened by sheer accident to find himself a 

denizen of the City of Glasgow, when ifs walls raged with indigna- 

tion at the news of the foul crime that had been committed in their 
midst. By another accident, some days before the murder was 
done, Slater pawned a diamond brooch. The woman who was 

killed had a large amount of jewellery in her possession and a 

brooch was supposed to be missing. As it happened, moreover, 

Slater, finding himself unable to gain much of a livelihood in 

Glasgow, determined to return at that very moment to America. 

And these two facts, a man leaving Glasgow, who had pawned a 

braoch, were sufficient for the police to fix upon Slater as the 

culprit. He reached America before the police; and then some 
witnesses were taken across, who thought they might have 
seen a man leaving the murdered woman's house on the night 
when she was battered to death, or a person who, for some reason 
never explained or suggested, had been seen hovering around the 
building the second floor of which the poor woman occupied. The 
chief identification witness, however, frankly admitted that she 
could say nothing aboutthe face of the man who left Miss Gilchrist’s 
flat and could only speak to the fact that Slater's walk was very 
much like that of the man she thought she saw. Other evidence of 
identification had come to the notice of the police only after the 
whole city was rocking and seething with excitement and suspicion. 

When, as is inevitable in such circumstances, numberless people 

convinced themselves thg they had seen the man whom the police 

wanted, the police believed that the man they wanted was Slater, 
and described accordingly. 


So sure was Slater that there was no identification evidence 
against him worthy of the nam, ‘nor could there be, that 
he refused to resist extradition proceedings and went, virtually 
voluntarily, back with his captors to Scotland. In the 
meantime it was discovered that the brooch which Slater 
pawned had been pledged, as I have, mentioned, some time 
before Miss Gilchrist was killed and was not—and never had 
been—her brooch. He was able also to show that he had deter- 
mined to leave Glasgow and return to America many days before 
the murder was committed—tbat, moreover, he had announced his 
departure to his friends, had booked, in one of the names by 
which he was generally known, his passage back to America, and 
had taken rooms at one of the big hotels under the same denomina- 
tion. There seemed by then little left of the grounds upon which 
Slater had been suspected of the murder. -None the less, he was 
placed upon his trial. Then in the course of the cross-examination of 
one of the witnesses, the Prosecution elicited as the witness's casual 
opinion that Slater had been engaged in White Slave. trafficking. 
The allegation was not pursued. No sort of evidence of a definite 


kind was brought to show that what the witness had stated had any 


substance in fact. Hard lines on Slater,” you will say, that this 


mere remark given in evidence was taken as fact by the Prosecution 
and the Jadge and evidently believed by some of the Jury. Not at 


—,, 


all; for it was just here that the good luck of Slater entered, as 
the sequel will show. 


Slater was condemned to death. That would have been the 
end of most men in the circefiffistances, but his good luck did not 
forsake him. He was respited when there seems to me no 
reason why (if the Prosecution—as they must have—believed in his 
guilt, and the police—as they must have—thought he committed 
the murder, and the authorities—as seems certain~imagined that 
he was the guilty man) he should not have suffered the extreme 
penalty. Andhis good luck wenton. After years and years of penal 
servitude, when, in the case of almost any other man so placed, he 
would have been virtually dead to the world, the charge against him 
have gone over to criminal history, and Slater have become 
a mere name in criminal record, there were those of good heart and 
stout reliance upon the prmeiples of Justice, who determined 
that years do not wip: out a wrong, nor should an evil thing be 
buried to suit official convenience. And so, fourteen years ago, the 
remarkable good luck of this man gave him a sort of an enquiry. 
It looks, however, as if Providence had foreseen that if he had 
then been freed from the imputation of the crime, his luck, 
although great, would not have been quite as great as it could 
be. And so the Commission turned out to be a palpably lame 
sort of enquiry, in which, by the by, all question con- 
cerning the conduct of the trial was specifically disallved. 
Then there was a member of the police force who had 
declared his conviction of Slater's innocence and suffered ignominy 
and boycott from which it is alleged his health broke up and he 
died. Anyone less fortunate than Slater would have lost in 
Lieutenant Trench his one remaining friend. But there were 
others. And in the end, despite the most strenuous 
exertions on the part of the authorities to resist any farther 
enquiry, they at last had to give way by granting one in 
terms so cabin d cribbed, confined as to exclude anything like 
an investigation of the whole of the circumstances. When that 
enquiry was held, however, the jadges who presided at it were forced 
by sheer humanity and jastice to find a technical point which would 
justify them in unanimously setting aside the verdict against 
Slater that had been passed upon him some two decades before. 
And it was out of the most horrible charge concerning his life 
before the murder, and to which I have alluded, that the appeal 
judges extracted the technical point on which they set aside the 
verdict that declared he had been guilty of murder! 


Could good luck have come with more bounteous hand to any 
man? But how, this judicial bungle arise? I do not pretend 
to any knowledge ofcriminology. But it has always seemed to me 
as a matter of common sense that when a murder is committed, the 
first thing to ascertain if possible, or at least to ascertain beyond 
reasonable ‘doubt, is not who, but what did the murder? - Having 
been satisfied about that, it seems to me possible only then to build 
up any theory worth talking about as to the personality of the 
delinquent. And in the case of this terrible murder, if the police 
had proceeded in that direction, looking at all that has been 
revealed since, it seems more than doubtful that Slater would 
ever have been suspected. The police, however, reversed the 
order of ratiocination which I suggest, and after first fixing upon 
Slater, then proceede “| toask themselves what did the murder? 
Well, they found upon him a little domestic hammer, the sort 
of instrument that is sold by I know not how many bundreds

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by such firms as that of Messrs. Marks and Spencer, usually fixed 
on a card with other useful household implements. And the 
police having arrested Slater before asking themselves what did 
the murder, allowed themselves to be convinced that Slater, 
within the only few minutes which he was unable to account 
for by way of alibi on the fatal night, did such injuries 
to the poor woman that one doctor thought they must have 
been inflicted by the bashing of her skull and ribs with 
a heavy wooden chair that was in herapartment. And they 
got the Prosecution and the Jury to believe this hammer theory, 
apparently because it was also believed that a man about whom a 
witness said that he thought it was possible that he had been mixed 
up in the business of vice, was able to commit even this ferocity with 
this trumpery, almost toy, hammer. Incidentally, the hammer did not 
show the remotest sign of blood upon it, and it clearly had not been 
washed. Still, it was the only instrument of a lethal sort that could 
be traced to Slater, and although it wa’ not likely that a 
man who had used that hammer to murder a woman wqild 
have taken it away with him to America without droppiog it 
into the Atlantic on his way, the police and the prosecution 
stood firm on the Marks and Spencer sort of hammer. And they 
did so, although the morning after the murder there was picked up 
in a part of the kitchen window of the flat in which it was enacted, 
a blade of steel with grey hair, to all appearances like that of the 
poor victim of the murder, clinging upon it. One of the doctors 
said that it was stained by what looked like hlood, and had 
evidently been placed where it was found within a few hours. 
Why did the police keep fast hold of the hammer and let tho 
auger, as the steel instrument that was found is technically 
called, go? Was it because they could not trace the auger 
to’ Slater, and having made up their minds that Slater 
was guilty did not desire to suggest that the murder 
was done by something that had not ever been in his 
possession? Is it any wonder that for years there have 
been all sorts of rumotrs to account for the attitude of the authori- 
ties and the determination of the police to place the guilt upon 
Slater—that the real murderer was known, but, for various 
reasons that have been bruited abroad, it ‘was not desired by 
influential persons that he should be brought to justice? 
Personally I do not think there is any truth in if, if only because 
there is no proof available of anything ofthe kind. But then, if 
that’ sinister suggestion has to be set aside, we are compelled to 
fall back upon the one made by that doughty champion of Slater, 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, that the police, having once deter- 
mined that Slater was the man and’ found that the basis of their 
suspicion—the pawning of the .brooch—had crumbled, still 
obatinately persisted in their theory and built up what evidence 
they could against the man upon whom they had fixed the guilt. 
That surely is an even more terrible suggestion than the one to 
which I have just alluded. And it is only right to say that the 
first one was believed in by Lieutenant Trench. 


Surely I have said enough to show how lucky Oscar Slater 
must have been to have come through with all that he had against 
him and with his twerity-year-old verdict set aside. And good luck 
seems to have attended this man, even when he was before the five 
_ judges of appeal. Let me give one instance. At the trial the 
Prosecution, evidently under the impression that Slater changed 
his name when he left the country for America, marked that 
against him as a sure and certain sign of his guilt. At the 
Appeal it was shown that he did nothing of the sort, and that 
was naturally pleaded as a sign of his innocencs. But the 
jucg*s would not have it, and one of them suggested that the 
accused man did not change his name because it might have 
been dangerous for him to do so! That reminds me of nothing so 
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much as the story poor Zaugwill used to tell of two Jews who 
met in arailwaycarriage. “Where are you going ?'iasked one of the 
other, “To Lemberg,” came the reply. “Liar!"’ was the rejoinder, 
“vou are going to Lomberg. You tell me you are going because 
you know I'll think you're not going.” Yet, out of all the welter of 
untoword conditions, out of this close-spun web of. misfortune— 
through it all, Slater's good luck has remained. And it is manifest- 
ing itself even now. Because the Scottish Authorities instead of 
dealing with this man in @ fair spirit and offering‘him proper com- 
pensation are niggling and haggling, or worse, standing on a 
kind of official platform. The result will be that Siater will get 
much more than he otherwise would have got, because there is 
already arising a stream of indignation against the attitude adopted 
by Sir John Gilmour—which will have to be satisfied by a very 
generous grant. 


There remains but one thiag to say; there is someone whom 
some may think even luckier than Oscar Slater—I mean the man 
who actually did the murder. Is his luck to persist? Is the 
murderer of Marian Gilchrist never to be known? Then history 
will surely debate whick of two men was the luckier—Slater or 
“the man.” And in estimating that little problem history will, I 
think, give the palm to Slater, because the man who did that foul 
deed in that Glasgow flat has had to carry with him all these years, 
and may have to carry it for years yet, that damning piece of 
awkwardnuess—a conscience. What Justice will have to say on the 
point is another story.

Obituary. 


Mr. SAMUEL SASSERATH. 

The death occurred on Wednesday, at the age of sixty-three, of Mr, 
Samuel Sasserath, who for some time had beenin precarious health. The 
deceased was a native of London, and took a great interest in communal 
affairs. He was for many years a member of the Council of the United 
Synagogue, but he wil! chiefly be remembered as Senior Treasurer of the 
Religious Education Board, on which he did remarkably good service. He 
is survived by his widow, and had one daughter. She died a few years 
ago, at the early age of twenty-seven, and there is no doubt that the 
grief he thus sustained materially lowered his health and hastened his 
death. It may be mentioned that some articles which appeared recently 


in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE SUPPLEMENT, unter the pseudonym of “ Aa 
Old Stager,” were from his pen. 


Mr. MORRIS SIMONS (Leeds). 

The Leeds community have lost an eirnest worker in the cause of 
charity by the death of Mr. Morris Simons, who passed away after a 
lengthy illness at the age of seventy-eight. He came to Leeds from 
Glasgow about forty years avo, and during that period be was a prominent 
member of the Old Hebrew Congregation, serving for many years as 
Warden ahd also as a member of the Council. He was an indefatigable 
member of the Council of the Jewish Board of Guardians; as Hon, 
Almoner to the Board for many years he was intimately known to the 
poor and needy. He took an active interest in all communal institutions. 


Sexatror ROMAIN JACUR (taly). 

The death has occurred at Padua, at the age of eighty-two, of Sena‘or 
Romain Jacur. Before the war he sat in the Chamber of Deputies for 
forty years. He was also twice Under-Secretary for Pablic Works. He 
Was a great authority on agriculture and did a great deal for the develop- 
ment of the Italian Mercantile Marine. The deceased was a strictly 
orthodox Jew. It is said that at one time when he was in Berlin 
negotiating with Prince Bismarck a treaty on behalf of Italy, he refused 
to conduct any negotiations on Satardays. 


Mr. HOF FMAN (Cape Town). 

The death has oceurred in Cape Town, at the age of sixty-eight, 
of the well-known Yiddish journalist, Mr. Nathan David Hoffman. The 
deceased was born in Rossia. He emigrated to America and then to 
South Africa, where he founded and edited the first South African Yiddish 
monthly, the VOLKSZEITUNG, afterwards renamed the AFRIKANER. The 
publication of this monthly ceased on the oxtbreak of the war. Mr. 
Hoffman was the author of several Yiddish books on travel and science. 
He also contributé@ to many Yiddish newspapers. 


OTHER RECENT DEATHS, 

Mr. P. B. Goldsmith, an Elder of the Spanish and Portuguese Con- 
gregation, Bevis Marks, has passed away, 

The death is announced in New York, at the age of cighty-seven, of 
Mr. M. Abrahams, one of the oldest American Jewish journalists. The 
deceased was connected for many years with the New YORK Times, He 
was born in England. 

Dr. George Mendelssohn, a medical expert, has died in Berlin. The 
deceased became famous in 1903, when he succeeded in detecting and 
isolating a case of bubonic plague in the German capital, thus saving the 
city from a serious epulemic. 

Advocate David Eliazer Lioni, Kaight of the Order of the Netherlands 
Lion, of Amsterdam, has died in his sixty-sixth year. The deceased 
was an active cominiuoal worker, a prominent jurist, aml occasionally 
occupied the bench in the Amsterdam High Court of Law,

The LATE Mer. VICTOR LIGHTMAN, J.P. (Leeds). 


The funera! of the late, Mr. Victor Lightman, J.P., who died at his 
residence in Roundhay last week, was at the cemetery of the Old Hebrow 
Congregation at Gildersome on Thursday in last week. Practically the 
whole of the three miles of the line of route traversed by the feneral 
procession was lined with Jewish and Gentile syimpathisers. 

Prior to the interment, & memorial service was held at the Greag 
Synagogue, Belgrave Street, which was filled to its utmost capacity by a 
large and representative congregation. Mr. Lightman having held a seat 
on the Magisterial Bench for a number of years, practically all his 
many other representative Christian gentlemen 
attended the sérvice. Armong those present, in addition to the family 
mourners, were the Town Clerk (Mr. T. Thornton), representing the 
Lord Mayor of Leeds; the Deputy Chief Constable (Mr. F. Barnes), 
representing the Chief Constable; Mr. Frank Richards (Magistrates 
Clerk), representing the Stipémdiary Magistrate: Alderman Perey 
Leigh; Mr. Clifford Bowling, Qfficial Receiver for Leeds: and 
the Rev. J. Buchanan, representing the British Legion Club. In 
addition to the of all the synagogues and communal 
institutions, there were present ; Rabbi Y. M. Sandelson of Newcastle, 
Rabbi H. Hurwitz and Rabbi ‘KN. Sinson, the Revs. —. Kahan, B.A. 
(Harrogate), C. Kahan, EF. B. Levin, M. Cohen, and J. Samuel. Representing 
the Bradford Community were the Rev. J. Israelstam, B.A., and Dr. Rose; 
and from Manchester Mr. Morris Laski, J.P., and Mr. Glass (representing 
the Manchester Jewish Hospital). After appropriate Scriptural verses had 
been recited by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., and the Rev. S. Diamond, 
Dr. Abelson delivered a funegal oration. He said that, though immersed 
inthe cares ofa large business, Mr. Lightman preserved a remarkable 
memory for the Hebrew language, which he had learnt in his native 
town in the days of his youth. He was one of the captains of industry 
in their great city. His workpeople looked up to him not with 
fear but with love, because they knew that his word was his 
bond. Moreover, the guiding principle of his life was integrity. Mr. 
Lightman was also great a8 &@ communal leader. For twenty years 
he had been President of their Jewish Board of Guardians. What he 
gave publicly they all knew, but what he gave privately to all sorts of 
Causes, irrespective of religious denomination, would never bo known, 
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Furthermore, Mr. Lightman was a great lover of Hebrew education, and 
had been Hon. President of their Talmud Torah for a number of years.

to an astonishing degree. His domestic life was ideal and his beloved 
wife was his constant companion. Ali his dear ones will sadly miss his 
gevi? swile, and they mourn the loss of a wise counsellor and true friend. 

From Mr, H. M. SiMANs.--Ln the institutions with which he was con- 
nected, Victor Lightman was veritably an ardent worker. When he took 
oftice as President, nineteen years ago, the Loaeds Jewish Board of 
Guardians distributed £700 perannum. The yearly sum now administered 
is £6,000. This is bat one of the many examples that could be given of 
his immense and beneficent influence. The deceased came from Vilna to 
Leeds forty-eight years ago, at the age of twenuty-one. His assets were 
grit, determination, integrity and enterprise. For a short time he 
followed his trade of cabinet-miking as a journeyman. Then he started 
business on his owa account, striking out in new directions, and laying 
the foundations of a business which he developed into one of the largest 
of its kind in this country, with a reputation »osurpassed. He was the 
pioneer of the wholesale cabinet-miking intustry in Leeds. It was given 
to him abundantly to command success, and with it all hé remained the 
simple, unaffected, upright loyal Jew and man of business. He had the 
public spirit in pre-eminent degree. Everything he touched was eariched 
by the intangible, yet easily recognisable quality of distinction that was 
peculiarly his own. ‘lhe almost uncanny accuracy of his judgment 
received frequent demonstration. Many were,the matters upon which 
bis opinion differed from that of the majority, but few indeed were those 
la which evests did not prove him to have been right.

He matri- 
culated in May, 1921, graduated at the London University in June 1925 in 
Chemistry, Latin l'rench and English, aud in June 1928 was awarded the 
M.A. degree with distinction for exceptional merit in Hebrew and 
Aramaic including Syriac. He studied concurrently at the Yeshiba Kitz 
Chaim from 1921 till 1927, attended post-graduate lectures at Jews’ 
College aud Kivg's College, and is now studying for the Rabbinical 
Diploma and Doctorate. In August 1926, he was elected Minister and 
Headmaster at the Shepherd's Bash Synagogue. ta May 1926, he gained 
the first prize in the Essay Competition organised by the Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies. Last June he delivered a lecture on “ Hillel,a 
Pharisaic Contemporary of Jesus " at the Annual Conference of the Inter- 
nationalle Societe de Sciences Philologie et Beaux-Arts, of which body 


he has been elected an Associate.

EMPLOYMENT FOR JEWISH GIRLS. 


There is a considerabie difficulty in obtaining clerical and secretarial 
work for Jewish girls who have been suitably trained, with Jewish 
employers, aud upon investigation of this matter at the Labour Exchanges 
and elsewhere it has been found to be a widespr-ad trouble. The reasons 
for this unfortunate state of affairs are somewhat obscure, but it.can be 
assumed that among them are vague feelings that Jewish gicls discass 
confidental business matters aumtong their friends; that too nuch leave is 
required for Jewish festivals; and that our girls exhibit too much 
curiosity about matters that do not concern them. There are doub: less 
several other reasons, but it has bees very difficult to obtain any concise 
information. My association is very concerned about this matter, which 
affects a very large number of Jewish girls,aud it would appear to us te 
be a matter requiring widespread publicity,—Mr. Percy V. Burnert, 
Hon. Secretary, Association for Jewish Youth, Camperdown House, 
Half-Moon Passage, Aldgate, E.1. 


“ETHICS OF COMMERCE.” 

Your learned contributor, Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone, M A., in hig 
iinteresting article on the “Ethics of Commerce,” in your last week’s 
ssue, erroneously states that gold was chosen asthe medium of exchange 
to replace barter. Silver bullion was first so used (see Genesis xxiii., 16), 
“And Abraham hearkened unto Ephron, and Abraham weighted to Ephrea 
the silver which he bad named iu the audiences of the Sons of Heth, four 
hundred shekels ef silver current (money) with the merchant.” ‘This is 
interesting as being not only the first mention of a metal as a medium of 
exchange, but we learn that in those early days the use of scales and 
weights of precision was known. This also is, I believe, the first: notice 
of the legal transfer of land.—Mr. JoswpH Myers, 82, Osborne Road, 
South Shore, Blackpool.

Cooked chicken, 6 ozs. Stock, § pint. 

Cooked tongue, 6 ozs. Chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Margarine, 1 oz. Seasoning. 

Piour, 1 tablespoonful. Pastry. 


Smal! onien. 

Mince the chicken and tongue. Chop the onion very finely. Melt 
the margarine and fry the onion a golden brown, stir in the flour and 
gradually add the stock. Stir till boiling, add the meat and parsiey and 
season to taste. Leave till cold. 

Roll out the pastry very thin, cut into rounds, put a little of the 
mixture on each, fold over and pinch the edges together. Brush over 
with beaten egg and bake in a good oven. 


Jewish Health Organisation. 


ACTIVITIES AND PROGRESS, 
[COMMUNICATED. } 


Dr. A. H. Levy presided recently at a meeting of the Council. An 
invitation from the Central Council for Health Education to appoint two 
representatives to participate ia a Conference on Health Education, con- 
vened for October istb, was accepted, Drs. W. M. Feldman and D. N. 
Nabarro being appointed delegates. At the invitation of the Health and 
Cleanliness Council, Mrs. H. Irwell has been appointed to serve on that 
body as a representative of the Organisation. The meeting considered 
the draft amendments to the Rules of the Organisation in connection 
with the revis on of the Constitution. It was decided to send the Rules 
as amended to the Registrar of Friendly Societies for approval and to 
submit them to the general meeting of the Organisation. On the 
recommendation of the Health Committee a proposal for the introduction 
of the teaching of hygiene as a subject in the curriculum of Jewish 
schools was approved. 

The Treasurer, Dr. L. Mandel, presented a statement of receipts and 
ex penditure. 

It was reported that Sir Farqubar Bozzard, Dr. Cyril Burt, Dr. 
Bernard Hart, Dr. Gordon Holmes, Dr. Charles 8. Myers, Dr. Geo. 


“Riddech and Miss W. Spielman have agreed to act as Honorary Con- 


suitants to the Child Guidance Clinic. The total pumber of casesreferred 
from various sources such as hospitals, care committees, teachers, the 
juvenile court, school doctors, ete., since the opening of the Clinic last 
November is fifty-five, two of these cases have been referred from outside 
the London area. The total number of attendances at the Clinic during 
the period ended June 30th is 220. Recommendations of the Clinic Com- 
mittee in regard to the activities of the Clinic and a scheme of researches 
on the question of delinquency were agreed to. 

The Chairman referred to the progress made by the Concert Com- 
mittee, of which the Right Hon. Lord Rothschild is the Chairman, in 
preparation for the concert at the London Hippodrome on November 4th. 


In the course of a report on the progress of the activities of the 
Organisation, issued to members of the Council, it is stated : 

Enquiries are being made about the available sources of materia! for an 
investigation into the comparative prevalence of and mortality from tuber- 
culosis among Jews. A number of medical men have expressed their willing- 
ness to participate in the anthropometric investigation. The Statistical Com- 
mittee propose to publish a survey on Jewish mortality in this country as soon 
as the bulk of the returns from Burial Societies is available for one complete 

ear. Structural and $4 ing improvements have been introduced in several 

ewish evening schools. In addition to the inspection of these schools on the 
hygienic side a beginning has been made with.the medical exammation of 
individual children. A considerable wumber of cases have already been 
referred to the L.C.C. Divisional Medical Officers: In a number of schools 
health talks have been given by the Medical Officers of the Organisation. Suit- 
able material was used to illustrate the talks and for distribution among the 
children. Arraugements are nearing completion for a series of nine lectures 
to be given at the Whitechapel Art Gallery beginning on December 2nd, 1928. 
The Junior Aid Society bas arranged seven lectures. 

The Committee of the Society has under consideration a proposal to hold a 
course of lectures on health topics during the Winter session. 


The Council desire to make it known to Secretaries of Jewish 


Societies and Clubs who are now engaged in drawing up the programme — 


of lectures for next Winter that the Organisation is prepared to supply 
jecturers or to organise lectures for their members. The Coubcil would 
be glad to offer publications and other material which will be of assist- 


ance when used in connection with lectures on Hygiene and Physical .

INCREASE IN KASHER KILLING. 

A meeting of the Board of Shec/uita was held on Monday in thé 
Vestry Room of the Spanish aud Portuguese Synagogue, Heneage 
Lane. Mr. J. M. Lissack, the President, presided. There were also 
present: 

Dr. L. D. Barnett. Councilior A. E Magen, Messrs. Lionel Ty. Cohen. J. 8.

Goliman and |. Morris, the Retail Dbuatchers 

A vote of condolence was passed to Mr. 8. Moses, M.A.. on the death 
of hia brother. 

Mr. S. Maste anbmitted the following questions to the Chairman: 


|) Whether a Shochet in the employ of the London Board of Shechita has 
recentiy obtained the position of Assistant Keader of the Hampstead Synagogue, 
and whether such appointment las been sanctioned by the Board. ?} Whether 


it is a fact that in order to meet the reqairements of the Chief Rabbi and Reth 
Din, eho have viven a decision thata Shochet must not act as header in a evna- 
gogue where there isa mixed choir, the Board of Shechita have permitted the 
applicant to lecome a Shomer at a reduced salary in order to carry out the 
wishes of the Hampstead Synagogue and the Ecclesiastical Authorities. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he could not answer those questions. All 
questions of a religious nature must be referred to the Beth Din. 

The CHAIRMAN pagsented a stajemont of accounts for the half. 
year ended June 40th. They had made several gains, but they had 
not been able to close the accounts without selling a small amount 
of stock. It was satisfactory to note that the number of oxen, 
caives, sheep and heads of poultry s'ain kasher showed increases 
over the corresponding period of last year. The Board was.able to 
show that in every department it had killel more animals this 
half-year than during the corresponding period last year. Other 
itemms be would like to call attention to were the fees received for 
the slaughtering of cattle which amounted to £20,596, £343 more than 
last year. The fee received for the killing of poultry was £4,412, an 
increase of £524 over the correspondiog period of last year. Some little 
time ago they had introduced mats for ‘use in casting. The expenditure 
on mats for casting had considerably increased but they hoped soon to 
effect several improvements to reduce the charge. There was an item of 
£523 as expenses for testing the Weinberg Casting Apparatus, but it did 
not represent the entire amountthat that apparatus hal cost the Board. 

Mr. 8. Moses, M.A., drew attention to the heavy loss incurred in the 
killing of poultry, a loss of about £9.00) per annum. The Executive 
Committee should recommend to the Board that increased charges for 
killing should be put into operation. | 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Shechi/a Board was established for the 
protection of Aashrut and not for money-making. 

Mr. Leo ELTon, a representative of the United Synagogue, was 
elected a member of the Executive Committee. Mr. J. Kahan, a repre. 
sentative of the Federation of Synagogues protested, because, he said, 
that that body was entitied to one representative on the Executive. 

Mr. W. T. LEVIAN®SKY said that according to the by-laws members of 
the Executive Committee must be elected by the whole of the members 
of the Board. He regretted that a member of the Federation had not 
been elected to the Executive. 

Messrs. Kahan, Fisher and Magen, the representatives of the 
Federation, then left the meeting as a protest. 

Mr. 5. [&. Skian was clected a member of the Licensing Committee. 

Mr. W. T. LEVIANSKY made a statement in regard to claim for Income 
Tax. He said that the Ioland Revenue claim was originally for £24,350. 
It had now been reduced to £9,797... The claim for repayments was 
£3,571, and, subject to that amount being agreed, the sum to be paid was 
£6,225 only. He had no doub* that the deduction would be agreed to, 
In addition there was no further liability under the new Act for Income 
Tax in the future, and the Board would also receive back all future 
deductions for Income Tax on the property or dividends. 


The Casting Problem. 


‘The CHAIRMAN made a statement in reference to the proposed tests 
of Model Casting Apparatus offered to the Board. He said that shortly 
after the episode of the Weinberg Casting Machine they were notificd 
that there were four or five applicants with machines which they wished 
to offer to the Board. One of the machines he had seen showed promise, 
and it was suggested that the applicant in question should send the mode! 
to the market at Islington for trial, so that their expert, Mr. Legros, could 
test the machine. At present the machine was not ready for the test. 
As regards the other models, he proposed to ask the inventors to have the 
machines ready after the holidays so that Mr. Legros could test them. 
He would likes to remind the press that they had not forgotten about the 
question of a proper casting apparatus. The Executive Committee will 
take up the matter of the casting apparatus and arrange for tests.

About Books. 


Studies in Judaism. 


“JUDAISM AND THE MODERN MIND,” by Mr. Maurice H. Farbridge 
(Macmillan, 10s.) is an attempt to restate the position of traditional 
Judaism in a manner which may appeal to the thinking Jew of to-day. 
The author observes that while there are numerous difficulties in the 
practice of traditional Judaism in the Diaspora, they have not arisen out 
of the essence of Judaism itself. They are practical difficulties which 
stand in the way of living the Jewish life. Surrounded everywhere as 
the Jew is by an un-Jewish and, in many places, an anti-Jewish environ. 
ment, obstacles are constantly presenting themselves which prevent his 
leading atruly Jems life. But if it were sufficiently realised that those 
fundamentals and cthical values taught by our religion cannot possibly 
be preserved unless they flad expression in practical observance, there 
would be much stronger resistance, even in the hostile environment by 
which the Jew is surrounded, to the temp‘ations to which he succumbs 
at presen’. Mr. Farbridge contends that while we must do our utmost 
for the conservation of Jadaism, the Judaism which we conserve must 
not be a Judaism devoid of its essential characteristics and distinctive 
features. It must be a Jewish Judaism and the conservation must be 
a Jewish conservation. Development is not synonymous with reform. 
We cannot consider any change in Judaism which would involve cutting 
ours:lves adrift from Uosiversal Israel and severing our connection with 
the continuity of Jewish historical development. As we look back over 
history, we note that miny of the great revivals of religion have been 
preceded by a “renaissance,” a deeper unterstanding of the meanings of 
the past, a more glowing realisation of the powers of man, and a humble 
recognition that mankind needs an inotenser faith in an Almighty God. 
The author belives that recent developments in Palestine, and the 
revival of an interest i1 Hebrew ani Hebrew culture, may guean also a 
deeper understanding and a higher appreciation of the true spirit of 
Judaism and Jewish th@ight. Mr. Farbridge has produced a most 
interesting book. He makes many original points of truth and value, and 
opens a wide horizon for fresh study and reflection. 


“Srupies IN ANCIENT AND MODERN JUDAISM,” by the late Dr. Isidor 
Kalisch (George Dobsevage, New York), is a representative coilection of 
the author's essays, dealing with the Origin.of Language, the Source of 
Civilisation, Divine Vrovidence, the Study of the Talmud, and kindred 
subjects. Isidor Kalisch (1816-1886) belonged to a group of men who 
were instrumental in laying the foundations of Reform Judaism in 
America. He belonged to that band of Reform pioneers, coming from 
Germany, who endeavoured to revitalise and regenerate the synagogue 
life of American Jewry, filling the hearts and tic homes with new 
faith and hops and new self-respect as Jews. Kalisch came to 
the United States at a critical period in American Jewish life. 
It was au age of. transition. Leaders in Jewry were then few in 
America, and small as was the number of congregations still 
fewer were the Rabbis. Religious affairs in American Jewry were 
in a chaotic state. Despite these unpromising conditions, Kalisch 
had great hopes for Jews and Judaism in America. To the development 
of American Judaism he brought an intens? admiration of the Torah, an 
unshakable faith in the teachings and ideals of Judaism, and a rare 
appreciation of the office and dignity of the Rabbi and of the place of the 
scholar in Jewish life. Kalisch knew well thatthe spoken word, however 
eloquent, is c onfiued in its reach to a limited audience, and that learning, 
ever so erudite, is void of fruition unless it be translated into popular 
language and sent broadcast into the homes of men. Hence his frequent 
contributions to the periodical press of his day, and his diligence asa 
translator and interpreter of difficult but most important works of Jewish 
literature. This volume gathers together some of Kalisch’s writings 
which hitherto have only been available in the periodical and literary 
publications where they first saw the light of day. The work iucludesa 
memoir of Isidor Kalisch, by his son, Justice Samuel Kalisch, of the 
Supreme Court of New Jersey, and an Latroduct.on. by Dr. Joshua Bloch, 
Chief of the Jewish Division, New York Public Library. 


Year -Book. 


“Soviet UNIon YEAR-BOOK, 1928,” compiled and edited by Mr. 
A. A. Santalov and Dr. Louis Segal (George Allen and Uawin, 7s. 64.), 
contains a great deal of entirely new material, particularly in the 
chapters on Foreign Trade and Finance, which have been entirely 
rewritteh. All the information has been brought up to date, and the 
latest maps of the Soviet Republic, in which all recent changes have been 
embodied, are included. The success of the three previous volumes 
justifies the hops that the 1928 edition will prove no less useful than its 
predecessors. In the table of p-incipal nationalities, the percentage of 
the Jows is given as forming 1.8 per cent. of the total population of the 
Soviet Fede: ation.

CCCCLVI.—Communal Workers. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

Last Saturday evening I was sitting in the cool of the garden think. 
ing over the fifth chapter of the Ethics of the Fathers, and who should 
come to see me but two of my best friends with whom it is a joy to chat. 
The one is serious minded, a deep thinker aad earvest in everything he 
does; the other is a bit of a cynic, quick in his jadgment, possessing an 
uncanny gift of seeing through people, but who withal hasa heart of gold. 
It was not long before we were exchanging views about the Rabbinic 
analysis of character and temper which had engaged my thoughts—the 
four sorts of menin regard to “mine” and “thine,” the four kinds of 
tempers (easy-going, hasty, ctc.), the four kinds of students (thie sponge, 
the funnel, the strainer and the sieve), and the four kinds of givers of 
charity : he who wants to give hims@, but does not want others to give, 
he who wants others to give but does not desire to give himself; he who 
wants to give himself and to see others give also; and lastly, he who will 
not give himself and does not wish others to give either. 

“I wonder,” said the cynic, “what those ancient oservers of 
character would say if they were alive to-day gnd scrutinised our com- 
munal workers. Communal workers,” he re ted, ‘“‘“communal busy- 
bodies, rather. How often have I noticed that men and women who 
have been singularly unsuccessful in bringing up their own children are 
members of education committees to bring up other people's. I should 
have thought that we all of us have sufficient to do to form our own 
characters, and harmoniously to mould the lives of the members of our 
household. It is passing strange to me to see the numbers of people 
pushing themselves on to all sorts of committees and bodies and organi- 
sations. I wonder where they get the time to attend all the 
meetings, and why do they attend? I supposethese busybodies have a 
surplus of energy which they must expend somehow. I have observed 
that many of those who attend communal committees are men of com: 
parative leisure—ministers, rentiers, college teachers and the like. Seldom 
have I seen men who have a busines: to manage. These, it would seem, 
have sufficient to do to keep all their energies occupied.” 

The cynic had sucha way with him when he talked that one refrained 
from interrupting him. “I suppose,” he continued, “there are men and 
women with what I may term the ‘committee complex.’ I remember in 
my college days a fellow-student who not only joined every college 
society, bat actually attended every meeting of every society. Perhaps 
this is a form of vanity. I am sure that vanity must be one of the driving 
forces which send men on to committees. Think of the numb®r of people 
on the great communal bodies who feel called upon to speak at every 
meeting. Would it not be fair tosay in regard to the majority of these 
that they are urged by vanity? I know of one man who lives from one 
Friday to another ia order to see whetber his name is mentioned in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. Ifa speech of hisis reported, he is in the seventh 
heaven, for he has found something approaching bliss. But ifone week 
he does not appear, or if, having made a speech, his utterances are passed 
over, his cup of bitterness is full to the brim.” 

The serious-minded man could contain himself no longer. In his 
quiet way he remonstrated with his cynic. “The community must be 
run,” the serious-minded man argued, “and we ought to be grateful to 
our communal workers for running it. To some, indeed, our debt of 
gratitude is very great. They are busy men who direct and manage 
great concerns and yet find time to steer the communal ship. You may 
say that thereby they obtain honours. My answer is that they could 
easily obtain honours without engaging in communalwork. I daresay 
they doit out of a sense of duty, feeling that they must carry on a great 
tradition of leadership. Throughout the whole history of the Diaspora, 
Jewish communities have been fortunate in their leaders, and even ifon 
occasionsthe local leaders have ruled theit communities with a high 
hand, the latter have nevertheless generally had good reason to be grateful 
to those who directed their destinies. Looking bick through the last 
2,000 years one sees a splendid tradition of Jewish leadership and 
Jewish communal work which, on the whole, we must assume has 
been productive of good. Inthe very early days Jewish leaders were to 
the fore in both spiritual and temporal! affairs. Men like Gamaliel II 
combined Jewish learning with practical statesmanship. It isa thousand 
pities that to-day Jewish learning and practical statesmanship are not 
united in the same people. To-day our Rabbis have Jewish learning (or 
claim to have it) but have little practical statesmanship. Asa rule their 
judgment of men and affairs is singulariy inept. On the other hand, our 
so-called lay leaders have practical statesmanship (or claim to have it), 
but they have no Jewish learning. Often enough the lay and clerical 
heads of the Community fabl out, which is a thousand pities. Still, we 
must make the best of a bad job, and it is not so bad after all.” 

“You always are too good-natured,” replied the cynic. “ You ascribe 
qualities and motives to men which they do not possess. Let me put it to 
you this way. Do you not agree that in the Community there are tod 


+} many committees, many of them utterly useless? So far as I can see, 


their only purpose is to offer an outlet for the superfluous energy of 
people who find time hanging heavily on their hands. But even in the 
case of the few important communal bodies, can you not see that the 
communal workers on them are actuate! by personal ambition? Young 
men who desire to win their spurs use communal work as a spade to 
dig with, or as a ladder on which to climb to social notoriety.” 

“Even so,” retorted the serious man; “if personal ambition and the 
desire for notoriety move men to contribute social work for the welfare 
of the Community, let us look at the work and not at the motive. Con- 
gider the young people, for example, who work in the East End of 
London, visiting homes, reporting on cases, helping the Jewish Board 
of Guardians. Is not this work necessary? Besides, people engaged in 
mmunal work get to know each other, and if social int:rcourse is 
red by means of communal work, so much the better.” 
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" You are looking a* the exceptions,” the cynic said to his friend; 
“I have in mind the rank and f'e. When they do join committees, what 
do they achieve? Some of them really imagine that they are assisting 
God Almighty to run the-wniverse. In many cases their perspective 
becomes distorted. I understand, for example, that ata recent meeting 
of the Board of Deputies one member expressed surprise that no one 
commended the somewhat foolish letter which it was suggested should 
be sent to the legal press concerning Ge’. WedJews may be the cream 
of creation, bat we are not the centre of the stage. In this country the 
total number of Jews is probably in the neighbourhood of 500,000, no very 
large proportion of the total population of the country. The sumber of 
Jews affected by Get wast be very smal! indeed, and of the total 
80 affected only an infloitesimal proportf$n probably cares safficiently 
about Get. To advertise the Jewish law of Get, which in Western 
Europe and America is practically a dead letter, appears to me to show 
& Wrong sense of proportion. Some of our communal workers are #0 
Wrapped up in their committees that they really imagine they are helping 
the world to go round.” 

~ Say what you will,” broke in the serious-minded man, “is not com- 
munal work secial service” Let me remind you of a saying of Aristotie, 
that ‘a man without a cityis eithera God ora beast.’ So, too, with a man 
who withdraws himself from the Community. And let me also remind 
you of what the Talmud says, that ‘he who takes part ia communal work 
will share in the comfort of the commanity:’ Besides, is not social 
Service a very practical way of realising the old Jewish ideal of loving 
your neighbour as yourself? ” 

The cynic could not contain himeelf. “Suppose the neighbour doce 
not want to be loved, suppos» he wants to be left alon:? Is he to have 
noremedy? You talk of work in the East End. There are many people 
wh» hold that the inbabitants of the East Ead Ghetto do not desire to be 
the objects cither of comm inal work, statistical returcns or social service. 
People who hold this view will tell you that communal work might well 
be done in Hampstead or in Bayswater.” The serious man was about 
to reply, but the cynic would not lethim. “I kaow what you were going 
to say, he wenton. “ You were going to say that communal work is also 
done in Hampstead and in Bayswater in the form of charity collection. 
Yes, [kaow. But with some people charity, or rather the extraction of 
moncy from victims, becomes a disease. In their madness they consider 
neither the ordinary forms of social intercourse nor the duties they owe 
to their friends. They seem to become cave men (or rather cave women) 
losing all sense of restraint and dignity. I sappose it is the same out- 
side the Community. Charity at oae time was a virtue; to-day it has 
become commercialised. If the co-ordination of chgrities would rid us 
of this social pest, that would be one of the strong argaments in its favour.” 

There was silence fora moment. Then a smile lit up the face of the 
serious-minded man as he said quietly to the cynic: “ You remiad me of 
the first class of those analysed by the Rabbis of old who give charity. 
I know you do your share, bat it seems that you do not desire that others 
should do theirs ” 

The cynic barst into laughter, but he was incorrigible. “If only I 
could see someone,” he said, “ engaging in communal work for its own 
sake, not moved by ambition or vanity or the desire to obtain honour by 
becoming a president. | recall one communal leader who is President of 
a score of societies. I recently heard a good s'ory about him. It was 
reported that when he reachod the Above, the Reception Angel expressed 
great pleasure at secing him, particularly iso he was told) as there had 
been some trouble with the staffof the Above, and the visitor was asked 
whether he would draw up a scheme t> improve the situation. He 
expressed his readiness to do so, and before very long produced a:c i .me 
to moet the case. The Roception Angel promised t» put the :ci1 me 
before the appropriate authority, and when he came back the next day he 
deciared that the scheme had been found_to bs excslient in every detail, 
but that it would have to be rejected because the Almighty could not 
possibly consent to be Vice-President.” 

Evén the serious-minded man ha? tolanth. Tue cynic continusd: 
“TI believe that we Jews have $0 much cnergy and capability that ai we 
cannot all become manacing directors of flourishing basinesses, many of 
us content ourselves with being Presidents of societ'es and institutions, 
satisfied to play with mike believe as long as the real thing is out of our 
reach. I agree that the Community must be run, but it coald well be run 
by a handful of competent! wen anl women who would think first aad 
foremost of the work ion hand, and never at all about themselves. As 
things are at present, the balk of our communal workers think first and 
foremost of themselves ani only secondarily of the work in hand.” 

It was now quite dark, and as we adjourne] in‘o the house, the 
serious-minded mana addressed the cynic and begged him to remember 
that there is room inthe world for all types ard all characters, and that 
while be was prepared to admit the truth of much that the cynic had 
mentioned, be was, on the other hand, realy to take the werld as he 
found it. As a parting shot, he suggested tothe cynic that he should 
read Fimerson’s poem conceraing the quarrel between the mountain and 
the squirrel. 

When they had gone Lreached down my Emerson to find the poem, 
and this is what ! read: : 


The mountain and the squirrel had a quarrel, 

And the former galied the latter” Little Prig ; 
Bon replied: “ You are donbtiess very big ; 

Rat all sorte of things aud weather 

Must be taken in tegether, 

To make up a year and a sphere. 

And I think it no disgrace to occupy my piace.

When the finger of reproach is pointed in certain quarters 
to Jews, and I must admit with some. justification, because they 
do not take their proper share in the world of outdoer sports, it is 
refreshing to note that the captain of the celebrated band of athletes who 
are to represent Great Britain at the Olympic Games in Amsterdam 
is a Jewish athlete. No more suitable choice could have been made, for 
not only is Mr. Harold M. Abrahams one of the finest athletes that this 
country has produced, but be will make an ideal captain, as all the men 
under his control have the greatest confidence in him, and moreover his 
experieoce of the previous Olympiad—when he broke two records—will 
staad him ia good stead. 


The records referred to are the long jump, which atthe Olympic 
Games of 1924 he was the first Englishman to wio, and the i100 Metres 
Championship of the World. One of the noticeable features of Harold 
Abrahams character is his craviog to promote a love for athletics 
among poorer boys, who are handicapped by their financial position 
in giving of their best in open competitions. He gave evidence of 
this, so faras the Jewish Community is concerned, by accepting the 
position of President of the Jewish Athletic Association, which has 
since been merged in the Association for Jewish Youth, in which 
he takes a keen interest. Moreover, it is interesting to observe that 
his brother, Dr. Adolph Abrahams—also a famous athlete—has been 
selected to accompany the teayh from Great Britain as Medical Advisor. 
Their guide and handbook raining of Athletes, which was published 
about three months ago, regarded in athietic circles aa a classic. 
Nothing pleases Harold Abrahams more than lecturing on athletics to 
poor boys aod working-men. 


At the garden party which was held last week in the grounds of Caen 
Wood Towers, by permission of Sir Robert and Lady Waley Coben, 
in aid of the funds of the Schoo! for the Biind, Swiss Cottage, the 
almost total absence of Jewish visitors and helpers was very noticeable. 
This is all the more striking as the Blind School is in the heart of a 
large residential Jewish population, and the institution is almost 
equidistant from the Hamps‘ead and St. John's Wood Synagogues. The 
Committee of this excelleat charity is partly to blame, because so I 
understaml, they neglected to invite Jewish residents of the district to 
participate in the organisation of the fusction. With the exception of 
the Marquis of Reading, I did not see even one Jewish name among the 
list of patrons. There were, however, two very energetic Jewish 
Stewards in the grounds who were doing their utmost to swel! the 
funds. One of them had charge of Sir Robert's beautiful little ponies, and 
was letting them out on hire to small childron, and keeping pace with 
them -.quite in the beachdonkey fashion—and the other steward I refer 
to—who is well-known on the Stock Exchange and in amateur theatricals — 
did a roaring trade at the “ Coker Nut Shies.” 


Lady Eleanor Smith, the gifted daughter of the Earl of Birxenhead, 
has been making a list of the Season's debutantes, and classifying them 
according to their various physica! and mental qualities. For “ Intelli- 
gence,” she awards the palm to Miss Liberty Rothschild—“ because she 
has both the brains and the vitality of the Rothschild family,” says 
Lady Eleanor. Miss Liberty Rothschild is one of two sisters, daughters 
of the Hon. Mrs. N. C. Rothschild. The other bears the Biblical name of 
Miriam. Their grandmother, Lady Rothschild, recently gave a magnificent 
ball at her town house, 148, Piccadilly, for the young lady of whom Lady 
Eleanor Smith thiaks so highly. 


Sir Joseph Duveen has given many instances of his thoughtful. 
ness and generosity, one of the latest being his giftof a beautiful 
Georgian knee-hole writing table to Mr. Ramsay MacDonakl. He 
was visiting the DAILy TELEGRAPI Antiques Exhibition at Olympia 
in company with tho ex-Premier, when the latter stopped to admire 
the tabic in question. Without waiting to ascertain the price Sir 
Joseph acquired the table there and then and told Mr. MacDonald 
it was bis. Sir Joseph subscqucntly learnt that the price was £200, which to 
a deaicr could not be consiklered cheap. The table has another Jowish 
associa‘ion--apart from the donor to the Labour lealer—because at one 
tim. it was the favourite writing table of the late Sir Stuart Samuel, 
who was an ardent amateur art collector.

Central Synagogue. 
[From our Correspondent. 

The beautiful and spacious new synagogue of the congregation at 
Heywood Street, was consecrated last Sunday by the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire, assisted by Rabbi L. J. Yoffey and the Rev. A. Krushowski. 
The Mayor and Mayoress of Salford were among those present. Mr. J. 
Prag, J.P., who performed the opening ceremony, was presented with a 
gold key by Mr. B. Lewis, President of the Congregation, and Rabbi |. J. 
Yoffey unveiled a tabletin honour of the Couscil of Managers. 

The Chief Rabbi ied the procession of Seroll-bearers into the syna- 
gogue, where the Rev. A. Kenshewski conducted the service, assisted "by 
an augmented choir. After the usual circuits had been made the Ark 
was opeved, and the Chief Rabbi read the prayer for the Royal Family. 

In the course of his address Dr. Hertz said that that day marked a 
milestone in the history of Manchester Jewry and was.a red-letter day in 
the history of the Central Synagogue. It was the Synagogue that had 
taught Israel the way to cling to the Lord their God. Just as the Holy 
Ark of old had borne the prisats so the Synagogue had borne the Jewish 
People throughout its countless years of wandering aud preserved it alive 
to the present day. It had also a most vital iofinwnce in the life of 
humanity. Its origin Wrapt in obscurity, it had an existence prior to, 
and independent of, the Temple. In all its history Israel nad done 
nothing more wonderful than the creation of the Synagogue. The 
destruction of the Temple bad very little disturbing influence on the 
Synagogue, which became the real centre of Jewish religious life, 
and the functions of which embraced every aspect of Jewish life. 
It was a House of Prayer with a liturgy as unique among liturgies 
as the Bible among books. It was a Beth Hamedrash, a school, 
and it was the Jewish communal centre, where individual joys and 
sorrows became merged in the sympathy of the community. The tests 
o! a community's vitality were its provision for religious instroction, 
worship and (iemiiu! Chassadim. Had the congregation of the Central 
Synagogue made such provision? He hoped and prayed that the 
sanctuary they had built up might be sanctified to the highest purposes 
of Judaism and that they might continue on the path of spiritual vigour 
for the uplifting of humanity. 

Rabbi I. J. Yoffey read a prayer (composed by himself) in Hebrew 
and English. The proceedings terminated with the singing of Adon Viam 
and the National Anthem. 

A reception was held later in the evening at the Higher Broughton 
Assembly Rooms. Mr. B. Lewis presided. After the loyal toast had 
been honoured, the Chief Rabbi proposed the toast “The Congregation of 
the Central Synagogue,” coupled with the narse of Rabbi Yoffey. It was, 
he said, a wonderful Synagogue and he hoped the love of Judaism that 
animated the founders would re-echo in the hearts of their children and 
children’s children. In Rabbi Yoffey they bad a man who was a lover of 
peace, revered and learned. 

In responding, Rabbi Yoffey said that the success of the Synagogue 
could not be complete without that of the School. He was glad they had 
equipped classrooms whieh would hold two hundred children, and would 
be run not as a farce of week-end religion classes but as a regular night 
school. They would also have classes for girls. The Chairman also 
responded. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., in proposing “The Visitors,” said he con- 
sidered the undertaking of the new building as one of the most courageous 
things which had occurred. He welcomed the Mayor who was at the 
head of a city that made no distinction between races or creeds. 
Speaking of Mr. Prag he said he had won the affection of all who knew 
him, and they might be proud of him as a Jew and as a citizen. 

The Mayor of Salford, in reply, thanked the congregation for the 
invitation, anc offered his congratulations on its success. He considered 
the new synagogue as another great facter in the national life that would 
serve as a landmark and would fulfil a part in the striving for better 
citizens. As Chief Magistrate he was delighted at the progress the com. 
munity was making. It supplied the men and the brains that helped ‘to 
purify the government locally and at the source. The Jews were the 
most law-abidiug citizens. He concluded by quoting the great Jew, 
Disracli: “Long be your life, veserab‘e your age, and may you continue 
many, many years the great work begun to-day.” 

Mr. J. Prag, J.P., in seconding, recalled the small beginnings of the 
Central Synagogue. He was proud that a member of his family had been 
the first President of that congregation. Mr. Lewis, their President, had 
taken upon himself an hereditary task. In conclusion Mr. Prag paid a 
tribute to the Rev. A. Krashewski on his excellent rendering of the 
service. 

Mr. S. Rowson, M.Sc., proposed “The Jewish Institutions of Man- 
chester and Salford,” to which Councillor 5. Finburgh, M.P., J.P., 
responded. 

Mr. A. Finestone proposed “The Workers.” They had, he said, still 
a long way to go towards financial success. He eulogised the services 
rendered by Messrs. Lewis, 5. Bloom, Cohen, Dobkin, Feathers, Rosen- 
berg, Light, the Brothers Bloom, 8. 5. Levy and Epstein. Mrs. Cohen 
responded. Mr. Levy Davis proposed, and Mr. S. Bloom secon@ed, a vote 
of thanks to the chairman.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially prepared for Tus Jewitsa 


“And thou shalt eat and be satisfied and bless the Lord thy God.” 
Deut. viit., 10. 

“Lest when thou hast eaten and art satisfied —thy heart be liftcd 
up and thou forget the Lord thy G yl.’ —Deut. viti., 12-14. 

The earlier text appears to suggest as a motive that may lead to 
gratitude and to thanksgiving, the enjoyment that comes from the satis- 
faction of the appetites. It indeed promises this satisfaction as a reward 
for obedience. There is thus offered us a complete threefold cord: 
obedience, satisfaction, gratitude; which, if adhered to, would go 
a long way towards making up a happy and a contented life. It 
is a suggestion that we find in many other parts of Holy Writ. It 
is repeated several times in this same “Sedrah.” But it is invari- 
ably followed, as the Midrash reminds us, by a warning similar 
to that of the second text, telling us that the satisfaction of the 
appetites, unless carefully "guarded, too often leads to exactly opposite 
results. Instead ofa threefold cord binding us toa happy life, we find 
ourselves in a vicious circle, that leads from disobedience to indulgence, 
from indulgence to forgetfulness and thence again to disobedience. 
Neither point of view is lost sight of in Jewish teaching. Neither 
Scriptural nor Rabbinical teaching considered the enjoyment of God's 
gifts as a sinful act or one that need necessarily lead to transgression. 
They taught that one who wilfully deprives himself of permitted food has 
deprived himself of an opportunity for gratitude. The Nazarite has to bring 
asin offering. It is due, according to a Rabbinical explanation, because 
ho bas “sinned against bis soul” by abstinence from alegitimate enjoyment. 

In Jewish life and teaching, eating and drinking are the very 
opportunities for religious exercises. The drinking of wine, instead of 
being a source of levity or sinfulaess, becomes the very act of consecra.- 
tion, & wT). It is “a lifting of the cup Of salvation and a calling on the 
name of the Lord.” It accompanies every holy rite and ceremony. It 
marks the ushering in of Sabbath and of Festival. So also the meal-time 


itself is set apart as the special opportunity for thought and converse on 
things thatconcern religion. The idea is well set forth in the Ethics of | 


tho Fathers, - “Three who sit at table and speak there words con- 
cerned with the TJorah, it is as though they had eaten at God's own 
table.” Itis from such tabies indeed that there has issued much that has 
preserved our ancient Judaism. Spiritual food also was not wanting there. 
Hence there was nothing incongruous in the close association of re‘igion 
with the partaking of food. The MI¥O MTWS was a well-recognised 
institution. The performance of a Divine command was accompanied by 
a meal which served to emphasise the MI¥O ANOW, the joy that should 
accompany all true religious acts. The melancholy religionist is not a 
type favoured by our teachers. Joy was a fitting offering for those 
to make who had caten of God's bounty and owed their life to bis 
beneficence. So the Jewish table became the altar of that little 
sanctuary—the h>me. In its sanctity lay the surest safeguard 
against any possible abuse of bodily appetite. Men and women 
could eat and drink with perfect safety as long as those acts 
led them to “bless the Lord their God.” But in the history of 
religious practices it was not only Israel who used the pleasures 
of the table as accompaniments of what were deemed to be acts 
of worship. The table was a very ancient centre of idolatry, in 
forms that tended to anything but moderation or sanctity. practices 
of Bacchanalian and other orgies were well-known opportunities for all 
sorts of horrible immora! indulgences. The Israelite is warned against 
those who would invite him to eat of their sacrifices, and lead his sons 
and daughters after their immoral practices. It was such eating and 
drinking that would lead Isracl, indeed, did lead them “to forget the 
Lord their God.” 

[¢ is worth white con:idering how both these forms of eating and 
drinking, the one sacred and the other detestable, may carry a lesson for 
these more modorn timos. Tue blatant forms of gross idolatry have 
ceased. They no longer forma source of temptation to faithful Israelites. 
But they have their successors in modern centres of temptation. The y 
do not attemptte garb themselves in those old pretended customs, that 
hid theirtendencies. But they still have acertain subtlety about them 
which lures many an unthinking youth or maiden under the impres- 
sion that unchecked indulgence in pleasure is a sign of freedom and 
emanc pation. To them comes the warning “lest when thou hast eaten 
and art satisfied thy heart be lifted up, and thou forget the Lord thy 
Gol." And for many of usthere remains the thought, whether the great 
prevalenc) of theso temptations from without is mot due toa change 
that has come over Jewish homes, so that they are no longer places 
where faithful souls can “eatand drink and bless the Lord their God.” 

For if religion have no place within the home, it will not accompany 
those who pass from out its doors. And many a soul has been saved 
from yielding to temptation by a thought of the sacred table in the old 
home and of those happy hours -that, though passed in eating and 
drinking, were none the less devoted to the service of Almighty God.

Kiebanow, of Wiina, and Dr. Fritz Feifter, Hon. Secretary of the Union 
of Democratic Jews of Polish Silesia; from Roumania, Rabbi Kecakemeti 
of Oradea Mare; from Czecho-Slovakia, Rabbi Dr. Stern-Saaz; and it is 
hoped that Rabbi Professor Ziegler, of Carlsbad will also attend. 

Negotiations are stillin progress with representatives of a number of 
other countries with regard to their attendance at the Conference. 


The Position of Jews in Roumania. 
Visitors’ Conflicting Reports. 

The situation of the Jewish people in Roumania still seems to be 
enveloped in mystery, for conflicting statements continue to be made by 
visitors returning from that country. Mr. Leon Fischer, Vice-President 
of the United Roumanian Jews of America, after two months’ sojourn in 
Roumania, says that the conditions havé greatly improved on account of 
a change of attitude on the part of the Roumanian Government. “I went 
to Roumania expecting to find tyranny, anarchy, disruption and collapse,” 
said Mr. Fischer io an interview, “ but instead, I found tolerance, order, 
harmony and progress. The situation of the Jews in Roumania has been

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 
Sabbath 3?¥, Deuteronomy vii., 12—xi., 25. 

VIL, 16. “Thine eye shall not pitythem.” Although an ethnachta, 
corresponding to a semi-colon, is inserted after these words, they must 
linked on to what follows. The injunction undoubtedly sounds harsh 
modern ears and seems out of accord with the virtue of mercy which is 
so emphatically taught by the Torah. But if the strict command to 
extermivate the inhabitants of Canaan is to be judged fairly, it must be 
viewed in its true perspective. The circumstances of the time demanded 
extreme measures. The promised land could not, in that age, be partly 
Israelite and partly heathen, because the tendency to graft pagan rites 
on to the worship of God would surely have manifested itself, and the 
infant nation would have become utterly demoralised and an unfit instru- 
ment to carry out the purposes for which it was called into being. 
Consequently the reason why the Israelites were to be pitiless is 
explicitly stated, viz., “that thou serve not their gods.” Compare 
Exodus xxiii., 32f. : 

“For that will be a snare unto thee.” The pronoun NM is best, as in 
this translation, referred to all that precedes in the verse, viz, the 
sentiment of pity against which they were to steel their hearts. This 
seems preferable to the explanation suggested by Ibn Ezra, according to 
whom NW alludes to each one of the gods mentioned. The Targum like- 
wise refers it to the false deities, and renders by the plural, “they will 
be a unto thee.” 

Verse 17. “If thou shalt say.” Rashi insists}that the conjunction 
"5 must here be given the meaning “perhaps.” In this he follews the 
Targum. Yet the later commentator, Sforno, prefers to understand it as 
“when.” The difference is that in the former view, the doubt might 
arise in the hearts of the Israelites as to whether they would be able to 
dispossess nations numerically greater than themselves; whereas in the 
latter view, the doubt would inevitably arise. The preference is perhaps 
to be given to the translation “ when” on the strength of the statementin 
verse 19, “so shall the Lord thy God do unto all the peoples of whom 
thou art afraid.” These words seem to imply that fear would harass 
them. 

Verse 19. Driver remarks that we have here “an extreme case of 
"WN used as a mere link of connection between two sentences, and it 
equals wherewith.” It is simpler to regard WRN as being the accusative 
of instrument and referring to “the mighty hand and outstretched a:m.” 

Verse 20. “The hornet.” The word "VB is generally so translated, 
and we find it given that meaning,in the Septuagint. The Talmud also 
defines it as a flying insect with a poisonous sting. Since the hornet’s 
nest is usually constructed in the cavities of rocks, it is supposed that the 
purpose of sending this insect was to drive out those who had concealed 
themselves in the mountain-caves which abound in the Holy Land, The 
first to question this accepted rendering was Ibn Ezra, but unfortunately 
he does not give his reasons. He merely comments: “A bodily ailment, 
and the word MI%% is connected with AY", leprosy.” Ehrlich accepts 
this translation and argues that people can live in a hornet-infested 
district and such a pest would not be sufficient to drive them out, 
He also alludes to Exodus xxiii., 28ff., where the "JZ is also men- 
tioned, and there it is stated, “I will not drive them out from 
before thee in one year . «-. by little and little I will drive them 
out.” Butif hornets were the means of compelling inhabitants to leave, 
they would all go at the same time! He therefore inclines to the opinion 
that some disease is intended. The arguments do not sound convincing, 


~ and the traditional translation may still be adopted. The dictionaries are 


vague as to the derivation of the word, and the present writer suggests

ameliorated. Certainly, it cannot be compared with that of the Jews of 
America or that of Western Europe, for the Roumanian Jews have only 
been emancipated a few years, and during that short time they have had 
their bitter days, due to destructive agitators who will not accept the 
progress of the civilised ideas of modern times. But the Jews know, and 
take courage in the fact, that the Roumanian population is not in sympathy 
with that element. From the conversations which I have had with the 
leaders of the Liberal Government and the other political parties | am 
convinced that in these circles an attitude of peace and brotherhood 
predominates.” 

On the other hand, Dr. Charles S. Macfariand, General Secretary of 
the Federated Council of Churches of Christ in America, after a long visit 
to Europe, has come to the conclusion that persecution of religious 
minorities, especially of the Jews of Rouniania, is widespread. In his 
report to the Council he says: 

“Violent attacks on minority groups seem to have cease], with the 
exception of anti-Semitic outbreaks. The most difficult situation appears 
still to be in Roumania. The sins of the centuries are charged to the 
Jowish minorities. Even people whose own minorities are in trouble 
forget that when it is a question of the Jews and do what they condemn 
others for doing. On every hand one meets this persistent prejudice, not 
only among common people and riotous students, but among intellectual 
Icaders, political rulers.”

Jewish Elections in Vilna.

Zionist Victory at the Polls. 


The Jewish communal elections in Vilna have resulted in a victory 
for the Zionists and pro-Zionists. Of the twenty-five members of the 
Council five are Zionists, two are members of the Agudai Yisroel, three 
belong to the Socialist Bund, three are non-party Orthodox candidates, 
and one is a representative of the Jewish Peoples’ Party. The other 
eleven seats are distributed among the economic groups (¢.g. merchants, 
artisans, etc.), but a number of their members are Zionists. It is 
estinrated that the Zionists and their supporters command a majority on 
the Council. 

At Kovel the Jewish communal! elections have resulted in a victory 
for the Orthodox elements. 


Cyclone in Eastern Siberia.

Havoc in Jewish Colonies. 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency learns that tens of thousands of 
people: in Eastern Siberia and the Bureya_ region, where the 
Jewish colonisation work is being carried on, have been rendered home- 
less and are starving,.following a cyclone which struck Harbin on 
Sunday. The rivers Usuri and Zea are flooded over an area of twenty 
miles. Numerous towns and villages have been washed away. The 
situation in the Amur district is reported to be catastrophic. 

Special measures have been taken at Chaborevsk, the centre of the 
Jewish colonisation area, in order to.cope with the situation. The popula- 
tion is being evacuated from the affected districts. Many railway 
stations are flooded and train movement is paralysed. The damage 
already caused is estimated at over five million roubles,

Resignation and Reinstatement of Executive. 


Committee. 


J EWISH AGENCY REPORT. 


{From our Correspondent}. BERLIN. 


The new Badget introduced by the Zionist Executive reckoned on 4 
total income of £527,200 during the coming year, instead of the éstimated 
£651,552 last year. From the United States a sum of £180,000 is 
expected, instead of the £247,00) estimated last year. The expenses 
include £95,000 on colonisation (last year £106,000), £90,200 for the 
Hadassah (last year £192,832), £2,590 for labour (last year £65,000), 
£700 for commerce and industry (last year £4,000) and £20,000 for the 
Solel Boneh (last year £90,000). The Budget was submitted to severe 
criticism by the Palestine Labour groups at the Actions Committec 
meeting. 

WEDNESDAY. 

This evening it became known that the Exeeutive refused to accept 
the resolution agreed upon after an all-night sitting by the Jewish Agency 
and Political Commission appointed by the Actions Committee, with 
Professor 5. Brodetsky as Chairman. Not only the opponents of the 
extension of the Jewish Agency and of the Report of the Joint Palestino 
Survey Commission, but also a number of members of the Actions 
Committee belonging to the Mizrachi and to the General Zionists opposed 
any change in the clause which makes the Jewish Agency Council 
provisional for a three-year period. 

Mr. Harry Sacher, rephying to the Ba debate, defended the 
curtailed Budget of the Execative and criticised Palestine Labour for not 
giving the Executive a fair chance. 

FRIDAY. 

Atseven o'clock on Friday evening something like unauimity was 
reached at the meeting of the Actious Committee, and the crisis in 
connection With the Report of the Joint Palestine Survey Commission was 

completely resolved. Dr. Weizmann assured the meeting that he was in 
no way tired of office. On the contrary, he was driven by a divine urge 
to continue his work and to put an end to the stagnation which had set 
in. But he must feel assured that he definitely had the confidence of the 
movement behind him. The resolution prepared by the Political and Agency 
Commission, with the consent of Dr. C. Weizmann, was adopted by 
forty-one votes against four, with two abstentions from voting. The 
minority of four consiste1 of the Radical Zionists and the Revisionist 


Zionists. 
‘ The resolution, as amended, expressed thanks to the members 
of the Joint Palestine Survey Commission, and welcomed the co- 


operation of all sections of Jews in the upbuilding of Palestine. I¢ 
drew attention to the opinion of the Zionist Organisation that the 
Jewish National Fund must remaia the sole instrument of the land 
policy, so that the purchased land should remain the inalienable property 
of the Jewish people; it recorded the opinions of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion that settlers should be free to choose for themselves the social 
form of their colony, almitting both tho methods of the Kvutzot and 
the Moshav Ovdim, the necessity of increasing the immigration inte 
Palestine of Jewish workers and of persons of means, the employment of 
Jewish labour in enterprises undertaken by the Jewish Agency, and tho 
development of Hebrew. The resolution also urged the immediate estab. 
lishment of an Industria! and Commercial Bank with a capital of £750,030 
to £1,000,000. Ia conclusion, the resolution drew attention to the 
decisions of the Basie Congress to ensure that the Jewish Agency should 
be constituted so as to include the Jewish communities of the world ona 
democratic basis. 
SUNDAY. 

The agreement reachéd on Friday by the Actions Committee regard. 
ing the Jewish Agency problem and celebrated by all one hour before the 
entry of the Sabbath, only led to a bigger storm on Saturday night and 
Sunday morning. The Poale-Zionists framed a motion of lack of 
confidence in Mr. Harry Sacherasa member of the Palestine Executive. 

Aftera long debate about the legality of the motion, the I oale-Zionists 
read out a declaration signed by twenty-two members of the Actions 
Committee belonging to the Poale-Zionists, Hitachdut and Mizrachi, as 
well as by the two Palestinian delegates from Tel-Aviv, Dr. B. Mossinsoa 
and Mr. M. Supraski, stating that they had no confidence in Mr. KH. 
Sacher. Mr. Sacher thereupon announced his resiguation from the 
Lxecutive, and left the hall. 

Dr. C. Weizmann then announced that the entire Executive stood by 
Mr. Sacher and also tendered its resignationas a body. All the members 
of the Executive then left the hall, 

Scenes of{| great excitement followed. The Actions Committee 
remained in session, an! Mr. M. Grossman, of the (Revisionist Zionists, 
proposed that the groups which had brought about the resignation of the 
Executive, should accept the task of forming a new Executive. The 
suggested names were those of Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, Deputy Grinbaum, 
Dr. Arthur Ruppin, Col. F. H. Kisch, Rabbi Meyer Berlin, Professor 
Hermann Pick, and Mr. 8. Kaplansky. His proposal did not, however, 
find much favour with the majority of the Actions Committee as it was 
felt that the proposed Executive would not be in a position to function 
successfully. It was suggested that Dr. Weizmann should be urged te 
form a new Executive. 

A deputation o! the Actions Committee was received by Dr. Weizmana 
laterinthe day, The Zionist leader, on the understanding that Mr. Harry 
Sacher would remain a member of the Palestine Executive, agreed te 
withdraw the resignation. 


MonDAY. 
After a full day's difficult negotiations between the old Executive and 
the various groups of the Actions Committee the crisis was overcome, 
and the entire old Executive agreed to remain in power. 
A motion inviting the old Executive. including Mr, H. Sacher, t@ 
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remain im power, was carried by the votes of the Geoeral Zionists and 
thé Mizrachi, only two Revisionist Zionists; Mr: Richard Lichtheim and 
Mr. Meer Grossman, voting against it. The Poale-Zionists and the 
HAitachdut abstained from voting. 

TUESDAY. 

The last sitting of the Actions Cammittee terminated to-day at 2 a.m. 
Dr. Weizmann left Berlin before the close of the session, Professor 8, 
Brodetsky was elected a member of the World Zionist Executive in the 
place of Dr. Eder. lunderstand that Mr. P. Guedalla’s candidature for 
the post, which was at first put forward by Dr. Weizmann, was with- 
@rawn. Messrs. Schaken, Katznelson and Suchowitzky, were appointed 
additional Directors of the Jewish National Fund, 

It was decided to hold the next meetingof the Actions Committee 
im April in Palestine. 

The new Budget was fixed at £569,200, or £42,000 in excess of the one 
proposed by the Executive. The budget ineludes £115,000 for rural 
eolonisation, £5,700 for commerce and industry, £14,200 for labour and 
Tarbuth work, £15,655 for the training of immigrants, £60,300 for educa- 
tion, £34,000 for the Keren Hayesod Budget, £79,245 for Keren Hayesod 
debts, £5,000 for the London Executive debts, £15,000 for the London 
Executive Budget and £90,200 for the Hadassah. 

It was decified to ask the Government for 2,000 immigration certifi- 
cates, including 750 which are to be kept in reserve. 


I learnt that Dr. Weizmann has definitely intimated to some of the 
members of the Actions Committee, his determination not to continue in 
office after the next Congress. 


Misrachi World Conference. 


RELATION WITH ZIONIST BODIES.

The World Zionist Conference of the Mizrachi Organisation which 
will open in Danzig on 19th inst., will consider the problem of the 
Jewish Agency, the relations of the Mizrachi with the Kerén Hayesod 
and the Jewish Natignal Fund, the question of special Mizrachi funds 
andthe strengthening of the educational work of the Mizrachi in Pales- 
tine. The Micrachi is also preparing a Memorandum to the Palestine 
Government on the educational’ problems in Palestine in reply to the 
observations of the Government onthe Palestine schools in its report to 
the League of Nations.

American Zionist Organisation. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF JUDGES. 
In consequence of Press reports of misuse and diversion of the funds 


of the Zionist Organisation in America, a Committee of Judges was 


appointed to investigate the affairs of the Organisation and has now 
issued its report. The Committee consisted of Messrs. Edward Lazansky 
(Chairman), Mitchell May, Grover M. Moscowitz and Otto A. Rosalsky. 
The report discusses at length various financial transactions and 
transfers of funds by leading members of the Zionist Organisation on 
behalf of the Movement. lt concludes with the statement that no reason 
exists for loss of confidence in the Zionist Organisation of America, as, 
although there have been instances of loose management in the financial 
affairs of that body, there is no proof of loss to the organisation or indi- 
cation that anyone acted for personal gain. It recommends that no one 
who bas been responsible for the irregularities pointed out should be con- 
tinued as an officer or a member of any committee of the Zionist Organi- 
sation of Amcrica ; and that immediate steps should be taken to install a 
system which so far as possible would prevent future irregularities. 


American Zionist Opposition.

“LIFTING THE MORAL OF THE MOVEMENT.” 


The Zionist Opposition in Amerita has held a special meeting and has 
decided to organise itself as an opposition on a permanent basis and to 
continue the struggie for “lifting the moral of tae American movement 
and upbuilding Palestine on the rightlines.”

The 
majority, however, favoured work within the ranks of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of America.

A Committee has been formed, including among 
its members Judge Jnlian W. Mack, Mr. Jacob de Haas, Mr. Robert 
Szold, Mrs. Robert Szold, and Mr. Zeldin, in order to define the pro- 
gramme of the Opposition and to continue the fight. The Committee also 
includes two representatives of the Zionist Revisionists, Dr. Johann 
Smertenko, the Chairman of the American League of Zionist Revisionists, 
and Mr.;Mordecai Danzis.

Pield-Marshal Lord Plumer, the retiring High Commissioner for 
Palestine, prior to his departure from Palestine, received Colonel F. H. 
Kisch, representing the Palestine Zionist Executive, Chief Rabbis Kook 
and Jacob Meir, representing the Rabbinate, and Mr. David Yellin and 
Dr. Thon, of the Jewish National Council (aad Lewmi).

A Forceful Playright. 


“Em Jo Basshe,” is the youngest son of Dr. D. Jochelman. He has 
achieved fame inthe States as a journalist, playwright and poet, and 
recently visited this country. 

An original member of the Provincetowa Players and author of 
“Earth,” a negro drama, young Basshe—he is only twenty-nine—has 
already to his credit two full-length productions, several one-act plays, 
allina strange, unique medium, and is to-day regarded as one of the 
important factors in the revolutionary American drama. 

One of the very first impressions (writes a JEWIsH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative) which I formed of this interesting figure before starting our 


interview was of a restless, roving nature, a sincerity of conviction, and 


an utter disregard of conventionality. 


Born in Russia, he emigrated to America when he was thirteen—in 


1912-—-and in his early days his first job was to sell newspapers. He also 
went in for boxing. Then he took to tramping, working his way from 
place to place, and getting his fill of the great American scene. In Indiana 
he was seized with an ambition to becomealawyer. He thought nothing 
would be finer than to plead before a jury of twelve men. But that was 
only another dramatic illusion. 

“Em Jo Basshe” then tried his hand at chemistry, and for a time was 
able to support bimself as a drug clerk, as they call them in Anicrica. 
His heart, however, was not in this work. His interest was always in 
the stage, and in 191 he joined the Peabody Players in Boston, acting 
and helping with stage settings and direction. From this juncture in his 
career of romance he began to write pliys and he bas never since looked 
back. 

Of the Provincetown Playhouse in New York. which is the most 
famous experimental playhouse in the States, he has been one of the 
directors and actors for the last ten years. His impressionistic play, 
“Adam Solitaire,” was also produced here. 

“ Em Jo Basshe ’ told me he was a director of the Stage Repertoire of 
Philadelphia in 1925 and 1924, where he produced several one-ac) plays of 
his. Since 1926 he has been one of the founders and directors of the New 
Piaywright’s Theatre, which has produced two of his plays—‘ Earth” 
and “ The Centuries "—dealing with Jewish immigrant life in America. 

What was the object of his visit? Well, it was primyrily to sec his 
father and his family, and secondly to stady life in this country. 

lasked Mr. Basshe whether he had been to the Jewish Pavilion 
Theatre since bis arrival, and he replied “No!” but he hoped to go before 
returning to the States. UGefore he goes back hoe hopes to visit Paris, 
Vienna and Berlin. 


Ife cxpressed surprise that there was only o1e Jewish theatre in 


this country, and said that in New York alone there were about ten. ° 


About six of these were occupied in producing musical comedies 
and reviews. 

“ Some of them,” he told me, “ have taken on the aspect of Broad way, 
to a certain extent imitating Broadway productions and revues, and, 
unfortunately, Jazz has crept in a bit.” 

Since when, I asked, has this tendency manifested itself? 

“ Since the war,” he replied. “I think,” he added, “it is due to the 
fact that while Jews in America are not by any means becoming assimi- 
lated, yet the inflaence of American life is forcing itself upon them, and 
this has its repercussion in the typos of productions that are to be seen at 
the Jewish theatres. , This tendency, moreover, was accentuated by the 
fact that so few immigrants were allowed to land in America owing to the 
severity of the immigration restrictions.” 

“ As regi@s the other third,” Le proceeded, “ this consists of Maurice 
Schwar.z's Art Theatre. It is the one theatre to-day which still keeps up 
are prolut2l many of the best 
Jewish plays and the finest translations from the literature of the world.” 

Are these Theatres well supported ? I asked.

Polish Jews Petition.—In the King’s Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice Rowlatt, thePolish merchants, Chaim Rapaport and Adan Steio, 
on Petitions of Right, claimed the repayment of the Eaglish equivalent 
of 5,000,000 roubles, which they alleged were lent by them or their repro- 
sentatives to the British Committee in Moscow in 1919 for providing food 
and clothing for British prisoners of war and destitute members of the 
British community. Mr. D. N. Pritt, K.C., for Messrs. Rapaport and 
Stein, said that the money was lent on behalf of the British Committee 
to the late Rev. Frank W. North, who was then British Chaplain is 
Moscow. and head of the committee set up to obtain funds for the relief 
of the British refugees who flocked into Moscow for protection. The 
committee acted with th» express authority of the Crown. People in 
Russia gave mouev, jewellery and cabbages to Mr. North in 1929 in tho 
hope of receiving protection from the Soviet. It was admitted that Mr. 
North himself ran grea‘ risks. Mr. Pritt announced, after a consultation 
between the parties, that the Crowa had agreed to assent to judgment for 
Mr. Stein for £312 10s. and for Mr. Rapaport for £1,713 5s. Mr, Justice 
Rowlatt approved of the settlement. 

Bankruptcy Discharge Susypended.—On Friday, in the London 
Bankraptcy Court, the discharge was suspended for five years of SimMom 
LEVY, a trimmings dealer, of Clipstone Street, W., who had traded as 
the Fitzroy Machine Company. The Registrar said that Levy had been 
guilty of serious miscoaduct. Whea owing £635 to creditors he disposed 
of his business for £2) ahd “ bolted to America with the money.” He 
Should not really be allowed to trade again. 

A Tailors Ciaim.-At the Whitechape! County Court, Myre 
JHAYTOW, of 1%, Crellin Street, E., tailor, sued Lilamore and C., of 152-4, 
Fonthill Road, N., mantl> manufacturers, for £3 24. 9d. balance due 
respect of work done forthem. Defendants said that on the 25th April 
they supplied plaintiff with material to be made up into ladies’ coats, and 
on the J0:h April they gave the plaintif? further material. The wages 
due to the plaintiff ander the first order amounted to £22 2s. 9d., but the 
work wasdlone most unsatisfactorily, resulting in a logs to the defendants. 
As they bad already paid the plaintit’ £14 they refused to pay the balance, 
They also gequested the plaintif? to return to them the 51 yards of 
material, but he refused. Oa the 25th April they gave the plaintiff a 
lady's coat valued £5 10s. to be altered. The plaintiff had not carried 
out the work, neither did ho return the coat to defendants. They there 
fore counsterclaimed for £3) 4s. 1d. His Honour gave judgment for- the 
plaintiff on the claim, aad for th» defendants on the counterclaim. 

Claim for Damages. —Laist wees at the Whitechapel County Court 
before Judge Cluer ani a jury, Miss Lily Woolf, of 108, White Horse 
Lane, E., typist, sued Mes. FANNY Orro (trading as Carlton Hairdressing 
Saloon and Baths), of 15}, Mile Bad Road, E., for damages ia respect of 
injuries sustained by the plaintiff as a resalt of an accident at the defend- 
ant’s premises. Miss Woolf stated that on the evening of November Sth, 
after using one of the defendant's bathrooms on the premises, she fell dows 
the stairs, of a store room, there boing no Hgit near, and sustained 
permanent injury to the left ankle joint. She had been unabie to continue 
her work andl had iocorre] motical and other expenses amounting to 
£40 6s. 31. Defendant said that the accident was entirely plaintiff's own 
fault. The plaintiff should have left the premises through the open door- 
way leading from the waiting room to ths exit-hall which was lit by the 
hall lamp, bat insteal she opesed the door in the waiting room from 
which the stairs led to the wash-houdge, though it was obviously apparent 
that beyond such door there was complete darkness. The jury returned 
a Verdict for the plaintiff for £45 damiges anil ‘judgment was entered 
accordingly. 

Sale of a Greyhound.—At the Whitechaps! County Court, before 
Judge Cluer, an action was brought by Mr. Abraham Goldstein, of 33, 
Church Lane. E., woollen merchant, against Messrs. W. 5. AND F. 
ALDRIDGES, Lrp., St. Martin's Lane, W.C., auctioneers, for payment out 
to him of the sum of £25 74., which they had received as the result of the 
gale of his greyhound “ Skaiway” at an auction held by the defendants. 
Mr. J. Burchell, of 4, Goulton Road, Lower Clapton, commission agent, 
interpleaded, and claimed that he was entitied to the return of the 
£28 7s. which he had paid for the dog, on the ground that he had pur- 
chased it on the franduient representations contained ia the catalogue. 
Mr. Burchell, in giviog evidence, said they’ he was “partly a Jew.” 
Messrs. Aldridges, Ltd., admitted receiving the money from Mr. 
Burchell which they were willing to dispose of, subject to their 
claim for £9 4s. in respect of the custody of the dog, as ordered by the 
Court. His Honour stated that each of the representations was 
deliberately untrue to the knowledges of Mr. Goldstein. He did not even 
take the trouble to go and inspect the records at the Clapton course, bust 
recklessly made the statements contained in the catalogue, well knowing 
that such statements were fraudulent. He gave judgment for tho 
claimant with costs against the plaintiff, and for defendants with coats 
on their counterclaim against plaintiff. 

A Ferocious Dog — Last week, at the Hendon Police Court, Mr. 
Jaffe and Mr. M. Jacobs, giving an address at Woodlands, Goldurs Green, 
were summoned for not keeping a ferocious dog under control. It was 
stated that in March an order was mude for the dog to be destroyed or 
kept under control. A letter was read from Mr. Jaffe stating that when 
the previous order was made the dog was sent away, but Mr. Jacobs, his 
grandfather, kept calling for the dog when he was seriously ill as it was 
his only companion, and it was brought back to him. Jaffe was fined £1 
and ordered to pay £3 3s. costs. The summons against Jacobs was 
dismissed. 

Sale of Boots.—At Bow Street Police Court, on Friday, Messrs, 
BoLSoM BroTHers (1925) Lrp., of Old Broad Street, EcC., were sum, 
moned under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1437, for applying a false trade 
description to certain field bogts, and, alternatively, for selling such boots 
to which a false trade description was applied. The proceedings were 
taken at the instance of the Iacorporated Federated Associations 
of Boot and Sbhce Manufacturers. There were in all twelve sum- 
monses relating to six pairs of boots purchased og different dates at 
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the company’s shop in the Strand. Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., for 
the defence, said that the company pleaded “Not Guilty” to all 
the summonses. Sir Henry Cartis Bennett, B.C., said that the prose- 
cution was by a trade body, which found faalt with the wording in 
certain particulars of advertisements, which, they contended, was not 
justified by the material used in the boots. It was desired that those mis- 
descriptions should cease, and as a result of the consultation between 
counsel it had been agreed that certain matters with which the prosecu- 
tien found fault in the advertisement should not continne. That being 
so, the object of the prosecution had been gained, and he did not 
propose to proceed with the summonses. The company had agreed to 
pay the costs of the prosecution. Mr. Birkett said that the company had 
not the slightest desire to advertise otherwise than in complete accord- 
ance with the commodity. The Magistrate: Even if it had been con- 
omled that there was a false trade description, it Was always open to the 
defence to show that there had been no intent to defraud. Ultimately 
the Magistrate allowed the summonses to be withdrown. 

Preservatives in Cream.—-The first prosecution in the City of 
Manchester for an alleged offence under an order which became operative 
this year respecting the use of preservatives in cream was heard by the 
City Magistrates. The defendant was JOSEPH A. HYMAN, of 
Waterloo Road, Cheetham, and be was fined 20s. on a summons accusing 
bim of having sold to an inspector of the Public Health Department a 
quantity of cream which, on analysis, was found to contain 15 per cent. 
of boric acid used as a preservative. Mr. G. 5. Croggan, prosecuting for 
the Health Department, said that the regulation respecting cream only 
came into force in January last. It was in the natureof an addendum of 
the Food and Drugs Act under which a person who used preservatives in 
certain food-stuffs, although not in others, was considered to have com- 
mitted an offence. The defendant denied that he had any knowledge 
that the cream contained a preservative, and said that he sold it in 
exaftly the same condition ia which it had been supplied to him by a well- 
know. local dairy company. In imposing:tse fine Mr. Thomas Durham 
said if the defendant's statement was correct he presumed that he had 
a remedy elsewhere. Mr. Crosfield Pearson, for the company mentioned, 


said it was only fair to his clients to say that they emphatically denied — 


that they hed used any preservatives in any of their products. 

Alleged Theft From Bedroom.--Myna KinG, of Brixton Hill, was 
charged before the Lord Mayor at the Mansion House, with stealing from 
a bedroom in Clement's lan a gentleman's dressing-gown, silk pyjamas 
and a leather Gladstone bag, the property of Mr. Morris Aaron Solomons, 
aclerk. Mr. Myers, for the accused, said the things were given to her by 
Solomons, who arranged to meet her at an hotel. Mr. Solomonsiadiguanty 
repudiated this suggestion. The woman was remanded ou her own bail. 

Alleged Arson.-Before Mr. Mead at Marlborough Street Police 
Courton Friday, Samuel Owen, 44, costumier, of Manlick Road, Crickle- 
wood, and Isador Lappin, .35, furrier, of Osbaldeston Road, Stoke New- 
ington, were remanded on bail charged with. maliciously setting fire toa 
warehouse, aud also to goods, at 36, Great Portland Street, W., on April 
20th last; and further with conspiring with Leonard Towers aed others 
upknown to commit those offences. 

Acquittal.—Last week. at the London Sessions, Mr. Abraham Kram, 
a tailor, committed from Thames Police Court was acquitted of a charge 
of having in bis possession, without Jawful excuse, unemployment insur- 
ance stamps which had been removed from some material. 

Suicide after Nervous Breakdown.—<A verdict of “suicide while of 
unsound mind, due to nervous breakdown,” was returned at an inquest. 
held on Vivian Haim Hamwee (26), who was found last week in the cellar: 
of his father’s home, Clifton Drive North, St. Aune’s-on-Sea, with his’ 
throat cut. In reply to the Coroner as to whether he knew of any trouble 
the deceased had had, Neville Ham wee said that his brother wascngaged. 
but it bad been broken off by mutual rearnrnie, — added that his brother: 
seemed worried at the time but his conduct did not cause any suspicion of. 
suicide. Thg,Coroner said that he was sure Hamwee was suffering from 
some form of pervous breakdown. Whether he was worrying about his 
engagement he did not know. He thought he was ina highly-strung and 
quite abnormal condition.

Investments and Securities.

The holiday season is in full swing in the Stock Exchange. 
Business has been very materially reduced, and the probability 
exists that conditions will remain slack during the current long 
account. Prices are allowed to drift in the absence of support, but 
the gilt-edged market has been exceptionally good with the per- 
sistent buying of the 5 per cent. War Loaneon American and 
German account. Market values for British Government stocks 
have been appreciating, but there is a tendency at the moment 
towards a slightly lower level owing to a little anxiety regarding 
the future course of money. The Bank of England has been able to 
strengthen its position during recent months through the influx of 
gold from abroad. There is now, however, a tendency for gold to 
leave the country. Germany bas appeared on the market for bar 
gold, while the high money values ruling in America are attracting 
credit balances over there. No immediate change in the official 
value of money in this country is looked for, but the future depends 
very largely on whether the demand for gold from overseas 
continues, 

Electrics. 

A section of the Stock Exchange which is showing a fair degree 
confidence while other departments are drooping, is that for electrical 
power issues. Prices for many shares in this section have ay preciated 
substantially during the current year. Further progress is looked for 
later on in view of the development of the industry. A demand exists 
for shares on both home and foreign account. American investors are 
taking an interest in home electrical power undertakings, and it is claimed 
that many large parcels of shares have been acquired on the part of 
American interests. The actual market for electric shares is a compara- 
tively free one. There is never any difficulty in dealing, but there is no 
particular scope for the speculator. Contango facilities are very limited, 
and this fact probably accounts to a considerable extent for the good tone 
of this section, while other departments were showing distinct weakness 
owing to forced liquidation. Many shares are regarded as very desirable 
for genuine investment purposes. Capital appreciation is to be antici- 
pated, and although yields on last year’s dividend basis are comparatively 
small, the fact should not be overlooked that many companies are con- 
tinually increasing their capital for development purposes, and new shares 
are offered to shareholdéts on very attractive terms.

FINANCIAL ACTIVITY, 


T was interested in reading the address of one of our most 
respected financiers, the doyen of trust companies’ chairmen. 


Brietly, he viewed with some apprehension the abnormal recent. 


growth of the trust company movement on the ground that there 
were not sufficient securities of a trust company nature to absorb 
all the capital subscribed by the public, and that therefore trust 
companies would,in many instances, if they were to utilise their 
funds to advantage, have to rely upon investments of a more 
speculative character than they had done in the past. I admit 
that this opinion from such a weighty authority demands con- 
sideration. However, I-believe this: that the increasing savings 
of the nation must tend to create the securities. During the 
past year the volume of new issues has been immense. I won't 
weary you with figures; | merely mention this to show that 
during the past 12 months there has been remarkable financial 
activity. The stabilisation of foreign currencies in those countries 
which have been most backward in recovering from the effect of 
the great upheaval of the last decade must create opportunities 
for the investment of capital on sound lines—France especially. 
There is also the question of what the normal rate for money 
will be in the future—I cannot imagine that in our time we shall 
meet again with pre-war financial conditions. The rate of 
interest, in my opinion, will for a long time to come be at least 
14 per cent. higher than in pre-war days.

THE ENEMY (SrRanp). 

There are times when the line of demarcation between propaganda 
and art is extremely difficult & determine, Bat this is far from beiag 
the case with Mr. Chauning Pollock's piay, for one gets the impression 
that the author was concerned with propaganda first, last aud all the 
time, and was hardly troubled te inves: it with the flimsiest of artistic 
draperies. Unfortunately it is propagania of the type calculated to 
appeal to the muddie-headed sentiment which delights in having its 
emotions titillated, and is as ready to be inveigled into cheering depart- 
ing Tommies as into reviling the evils of war when they are brought 
heme to its door. Mr. Polleck seeks to browbeat his audience into 
pacifism by scourging the imagination with a long drawn-out agony of 
accumulating horrors, bat he succseds only in surfeiting that over- worked 
ergan and so defeating his own purpese. Nor is any satisfactory contrast 
provided to this purely destructive form of propaganda. The play 
ceatains no real heroism or self-sacrifice, whether of soldier or 
pacifist, and no human attitude more conscious and universal than 
the self-centred emotions of a bereaved widow or the abstraction; 
ef an academic and platitudingus professor, Its main effect 
must be to convince the sensitive imagination of the futility 
of existence ani ths necessity for masa suicide, while the 
pachydermatous minds will, be confirmed by it in their comfortable 
@octrine that war is a necessary evil. Nor is the play likely to please 
that inert mass of people whom chiefly it pillories, for the pillorying is se 
obvious as to dofeat itself. It is difficult to see how it could be produced 
otherwise than as melodrama, yet even with acast bent on barn-storming 
it was not as enthralling or as excruciating as Maria Martin. In the 
circumstances it was inevitable that Mr. Horace Hodges, as Dr. Arndt, 
should stand out from the rest of the company by his acting, for it was 
the only part that called for agy restraint.

“85 ncopations’ “4 by Kreisler, played by the composer as a duet with Hugo 
Kreisler (cello). They are two of those delightfully happy little things 
that the great Fritz composes and plays with such inimitable joyousness. 
Two negro spirituals “ Scandalize My Name ” and “ Sinner please doan’ let 
dis Harves’ pass” are beautifully sang by Paul Robeson, while in tune 
with the season when so many town-dwellers get their annual signt of the 
sea are “The Old Saperb” and “Homeward Bound,” sung by Peter 
Dawson with a genuine sea-spirit. Gracie Fields, who richly deserves 
the success that has recently come to her, makes a most amusing record 
of “Our Avente,” and Anoma Winn sings “I've got a feeling for some- 
body ” (from “Lady Mary”) aud “Together,” and discovers an original 
igterpretation for both. The dance records include two attractive 
numbers by Paul Whiteman’s Band, “From Monday On” and “ When.” 
There is an obvious difficulty in presenting in record form Grieg’s A 
Minor Concerto. Itis a thing which tends to be handled tempestuously 
and the piano, always difficult to record, is very unmanageable in florid 
forte passages. Columbia's issue of this work, however, is a sound 
achievement. Ignaz Friedman, the soloist, attacks the concerto with 
romantic impetuosity and interprets it, therefore, in the brilliant- 
colour style which Busoni made famous. The _ recording is 
extremely bold, so that in average sized rooms a  pianissimo 
needle is required. On the whole, Friedman gives a very fine 
interpretation, my only criticism being an occasional tendency to 
let his fingers run away. The orchestra accompanies him carefully, 
though here and there they miss the beauty of a passage, and at the 
conclusion seem to be infected with the soloist’s cnthusiasm. This is a 
fault on the right side, of course, as the concerto played anwmically 
would lose itssigaificance. This concerto marks the adoption of a new 
and mox praiseworthy policy on the part of Columbia, a policy of issuing 
at the lowest price (4s 61. for 12-inch discs) music master-works, master- 
fully performed. Ignorance of the joyous waders of classical music thus 
will soon become inexcusable. Two records of Eva Turner singing in 
“Torandot” and “Aida” give a faithful reproduction of this clever 
soprano, whose high no:es seem to come with such amazing volume and 
accuracy. There are also in this issue of Columbia some attractive items 
from “ Bine Eyes,” inclading a splendid record of W. v1. Berry singing 
“Woman—Pah!” “Two Black Crows” have given yet another of their 
inimitable comedy sketches, and seem as full of their quaint humour as 
ever. Two negro spirituals sung, one by Layton and Johustone, and 
the other, “ Were You There?” by Tarner Layton, are given in two 
absolutely different styles. One is carried out in the happy naiye spirit, 
the otber with an unusual sense of religions pathos. The Columbia dance 
records are as bright and catchy as usual and as entertainingly played, 
“Do the Sagar Step with Me,” is specially supervised by the famous 
dancing expert Santos Casani. G.

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Auntie’s Chat. 


T often learn a great deal from our competitions for I find that 
those taking part reveal more of their personalities even than in theic 
letters. This has particularly beem the case ip the last competition, 
in which I asked the seniors to compose an original prayer. The 
result was very gratifying, showing as it does that our people have not 
lost the art of prayer, that the spirit of devotion is still with us, and 
the fact that our liturgy is laid down for us in set forms has not, I am 
glad to note, quenched the power of rising to the same spiritual 
heights #3 were attained by those who composed the beautifal prayers 
enshrined in our daily and festival services. 


THE SPIRIT OF PRAYER. 


The entrants for our competition have all of them struck the 
individual rather thin the communal gote. In our prayer-book, 
however, it is the communal and national element that predominates 
rather than the individual. It is true that there are some very 
beautiful prayers which are in the first person singular, but most are 
intended to be recited by the whole congregation, by: Isracl collec- 
tively. The spirit of Jewish prayer is unselfish. It sinks individual 
needs and aspirations in those of the community, it regards the 
approach to God as the outpouring of the soul of a whole nation rather 
than as an expression of individual religious feeling. 


MAN AND His MAKER, 


But even though this be the dominant note of Jewish devotion 
there is an underlying understanding that cach individaal soul has 
> direct access to the throne of God, While our Rabbis have recom. 
mended the recital of set prayers they never intended to su 
private devotion. They laid down a prescribed liturgy because it is 
not everyone who can pat into appropriate words what most people 
feel when they approach their Maker. And another and very 
important reason was that they wanted to make prayer less personal 
and selfish. The tendency, they realised, would be { »r each individual 
to pay regard to his own needs and ignore those of : ners. By having 
his thoughts directed along communal and nationa’ chaunels he would 
be brought to realise that he is only a unit, that there are others 
beside himself, that perhaps the very granting of the things he would 
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be inclined to pray for would be to the detriment of his fellows. He 
is to seek his good in the good of all and not look merely for personal 
happiness and aggrandisement. 

UNSELFISH PRAYER. 

Prayer, then—Jewish prayer—is to be unselfish. The individual 
may pray—nay, he must pray—but he is to regard himself merely as 
one with his fellows. In his prayers he is to think of others as wellas 
himself. He is not thé centre of the universe. Heisonly one of God's 
children, and must remember that our Father in Heaven considers all 
His creatures. There should be running through Jewish prayer a spirit 
of humility which is the very antithesis of selfishness. For one who 
is truly humble can never be selfish. Humility, however, according 
to Jewish teaching, does not imply morbid self-depreciation. Man's 
end may be the “ worm,” but man is not aworm. Heshould remember 
that he is made in the image of God and should face the world bravely: 

“Whata piece of workisa man! How noble in reason! How 
infinite in faculty! In form and moving, how express and admirable! 
In action, how like an angel! In apprehension, how likea god! The 
beauty ofthe world! The paragon of animals!” 

This rhapsody of Shakespeare is as Jewish in sentiment as the 
Psalmist’s description of man’s mortality: ‘As for man, his days are 
as grass; as a flower of the field, so he flourisheth.” Ilo our prayers 
we should remember how frail and weak we are, how dependent upon 
the protection and mercy of Goa, but we should also be conscious of 
our own manhood, of the divine spark within us, and that remem- 
brance will give us strength to overcome our own frailty. For one of 
the great objects of prayer is to gain strength for our pilgrimage 
through life. And the best sort of strength that we can gain is tha: 
which enables us to serve others. I cannot conclude better than 
by quoting a notable saying of Zangwill’s (in his “Children of the 
Ghetto "): “ Selfishness is the only real atheism; aspiration, unselfish- 
ness, the only real religion.” +

THE SUBJECT UNDER Discussion: The debate was opened by 
Harry Joseph, who suggested that, from the Jewish point of view, our 
people have derived no advantages from emancipation, that ever since 
there has been a degeneration in Jewish observance, a weakening of 
Jewish tradition, a growth of apostasy and intermarriage. He dis- 
cerned an association between emancipation and these phenomena ia 
the fact that they are more rife in the countries of the West, where 
Jews have most freedom, and are less pronounced in those countries 
where Jews still suffer from various disabilities.
